IlLUI'^i'-IELDS, Dee i;i._The details 
ol the battle of Itam.-i are now known. 
The victory of the Insurgents was .as 
conii)l(;t(.. as has been c-lainu-il by 
them. After two days of fighting, the 
fiercest that Central America has 
setm.

Committee's Report Declares 
Him Guilty of Barefaced 
Fraud 



NEW YORK, Dec. 24.— The board of 
go\-ernors of the lOxplorers' club met 
today In executive session, and. 
standing in silence, voted with bowed 
hea,ds that Dr. K A. Cook be drojjped 
from the rolls of the club, for a fraud 
practiced on the public. Hard upon 
the heels of the cruBhing verdict lately 
rendered'by. the University of Copen- 
hagen,' the action of ■ the Explorers' 
club today is nevertheless the result 
of investigation which in no_ way 
touched, upon the polar controversy, 
and the weight of Its disapproval be- 
comes thus doubly cumulative.' 

Preliminary to its vote of expul- 
sion, the board met to pass upon the 
report of its committee which lioa 
been investigating the validity of Dr. 
Cook's assertion that lie reached the 
summit of Mount McKinley. This 
colnmlttee in concluding an exliaustlve 
report recommended that "Dr. Cook's 
claim that; he, ascended the summit of 
.Moimt McKinley ;!ln*' 1900 be rejectca 
by tb.e K.xplbrers' "olub as unworthy oi 
credoiice." 

The committee's recommendation 
was based on its findings that "Dr. 
Cook liad repeatedly made statements 
that have not been In accordance with 
the facts, and that he had entered into 
agrcenionts which he has failed to 
keep," and on the misstatements per- 
taining to the discovery of the pole. 
Among the seven signatures appended 
to this arraignment aro those of Cas- 
per "Wh/tney and Atithonv I"'ia!u, both 
personal : friends of Dr. Cook. 

Thd- committee In further explaining 
Its • statement -said ..that-,-lt>'tinaQriook 
its invdstlijatlori' only iiffer', ?flf^t"'^H,ii-^ 
pising Dr, Cool: of its purpose, which 
lie approved in person, and that It 
has (li.sregarded entirely the testlmonv 
of Edward Harrlll, Dr. Cook's guide, 
and of Fi-ed. Prlntz, bl.s packer. 

Individually slgni'd reports are sub- 
mitted by 11. C. Parker, ])rofessor of 
physics at Columbia, and Belmorc 
iirown, both of whom were members 
of the expedition, and by Charles Shel- 
don, who has recently returned from 
a year'ss^rcsldence .on ths"^ slope of 
Mount McKlriley. •. 

Professor Parker .reports that ho 
was a iiartner with Dr. Cook In the 
expedition. Dr. Cook assumed the lead 
with a plan which proved unreliable, 
and the party only got out with their 
lives, thanks to the local knowledge 
of lielmore Brown, one of Its members 

It was perfectly understood, sava" 
Prof. Parker that after this misadven- 
ture all further attempts were aban- 
doned for the season. Otherwise Prof. 
I'arker would not have left the expedi- 
tion. Instead of this, Dr. Cook P Is 
charged, slde-t-racked ail members" of 
the expedition, hut Birrell and ono 
packer, whp was subsequently got rid 
of. Prof. Parker says Cook had no In- 
struments capable or measuring the 
latitude. 

lielmore Brown confirms Prof. Par- 
ker and Ka\-s In addition that Dr. 
Cook's book shows not ono d.ate from 
the time he left the Shushitna river. 
This makes Intelligent criticism impos- 
sible, he declares. He asserts further 
that ho never saw Dr. Cook make a 
single aner.jld barometer reading dur- 
ing the whole trip. Confirming a 
charge that lias iirobahly been made, 
he says he knows Cook was In serious 
financial straits and would have iiad 
great difficulty in getting out of Al- 
aska had he not reported that he had 
attained the summit of Mount Mc- 
Kinley. 

Hrown reiterates his cli.arges that Dr. 
Coolc and Itarrill hart no lee creepers 
.■nul that tliougli Dr. Cook told Prof. 
Paiivor that he and Barrlll were roiled 
together for every foot of tlio last 
stages, Prof. Parker and Brown both 
romombor that they liad destroyed the 
climbing ropes as defective before they 
(luit the expedition. Furthermore 
none ot the pictures published in Dr. 
Cook's book show a oliniblng rope. 

Brown denies that he Is authority 
for the appendix C In the Tjook, -which 
Dr. Cook credited to' him. 

The committee as a whole, therefore 
concludes that "Dr. Cook's account of 
the ascent Is not only such as to be, 
unconvincing to the experienced 
mountaineer, but under analysis It be- 
comoa incredible. That he entered- in- 
to a secret financial agreement with 
a publisher -which resulted in embar- 
rassment to his associates. That ho 
broke his egreomont with his fellow 
club members to supply his original 
])botographs and data iipon which his 
book was biised."

She had been 
suffering from cjiileiisy for a iiunibcr 
of years. Siiealung of liis i lauglUer'ii 
death. .Air. (;iemcns said: 

"iMy daughter, .lean Clemens, iiassed 
from tills life suddenly tiiis morning 
at 7; 30 o'^dock. All the last half of 
her life slie was an epileptic, but foi- 
tlie last two years we considered her 
practically well. Her maid was al- 
ways with her when she went to New 
York on shopping excursions and such 
things. She had a few convulsiona 
in tlie last two years and those wera 
not violent.

•styled missionary aiul appointed col- 
lector for the good woric of iidvunclniT 
Protestant religious worlc among his 
fellows in Asia Minor, but now an ac- 
knowledged imijoster and a member 
of a profossional class of boggiira ac- 
tive in his homo land. 

Georges, about throe months ago fig- 
ured largely in the local police clr- 
eies. or pleasing manner, evidently 
well educated and speaking English 
with considerable fluency, ho arrived 
in this city from the cast. He hud 
been making a tour of the prairio 
section us well as of tho nortluvestorn 
states and was well supplied with cre- 
dentials which. In some cases were 
genuine enough, though secured from 
crediulous Individuals who. were- caught 
by. hla story, but. In roost caaoa wore 
rank forgeries.. Evisry whore-i he we.nt 
ho posed as an emissary of tlie mis- 
sionaries in Asia Minor,, his mlaslon 
being to collect funds to advance the 
religious work being prosecuted in that 
f;i,v di.-itant country. He met with 
considerable success and It Is believ- 
ed he forwarded considerabio. sum.s to 
his associates In the far cast.

6d', Georges, the' 'supposed helper In the 
worlc 'of ''evnngellzanon, with one of 
the most notorlo^jg ' member.'a of the 
"Julia Beggars" an as.soclation of pro- 
fessional 'and crafty beggars. 

In the meantime, while the official 
red tape was slowly unwinding 
Georges wandered back to his native 
land as as a result of representa- 
tions made to tlie authorities by tlie 
missionaries was arrested and cast 
into jail where he now lies. 

Just how much money he collected 
while In Canada will ])robably never 
be known but men of his stamp and 
pretensions who have come to this 
country soliciting money for so-called 
evangelization purposes are known to 
have reaped ji golden harvest, many 
thousands of 'hollars having been con- 
tlrbutcd by tho charitably inclined.

Benhet was In the Koksilah Hotel 
about' 11 o'clock on" Thursday evening. 
Ho left after havlhg ' several drinks and 
started down the track. A work train 
pulled through at 11:30, and doobtlesa 
Bonnet failed to hear It coming uiid 
was run over and instantly killed. 

Krom paiiers found in the possession 
of the deceased he has been a world 
traveller, for tho pajiers showcfd he had 
been In .Australia, Europe, South 
Anierlc.-i, the United States and other 
countries, lie had been in this iirov- 
iiiee aliout a year and for several 
months past had been employed in tho

Concrete, re-lnforc(t(l with the Kahn 
system of trussed steel has been used 
in the construction of the building 
throughout, making It absolutely fire- 
proof. That great care has been used 



In the selection, of materials 'during 
tne construction or .tne bulldmg is 
fully borne out by the tests which 
have been made In the presence of the 
City Engineer and Building Jnsiiec- 
tor. A floor space lUxlfi was evenly 
covered with 21,707 bricks, having a 
total weight of 10.S,rjan lbs., which 
gave an even load of'aOO lbs. to the 
sfiuare foot. The deflection at any 
part of tli(^ floor was not more than 
1-32 of an inch with this tremendous 
load, which is fully four times as 
much as could be placed thereon under 
ordinary conditions.' " 

A test was also made of the carry- 
ing capacity of one of the columns by 
subjecting it to a load of 60 tons, the 
column when loaded shDwlng not the 
least sign of settlement.

G. II. Barnard, M. P. for Victoria, 
who has returned from Otttiwa tor 
the holidays, is making a fight for fur- 
ther expenditure by the Dominion in 
harbor Improvement, which Is noedcil 
icy the port of Victoria. In a recent 
siieeoli in the House of.Common:3 in 
tliis rcb'iu-d, lie called attention to tlio 
meagre amounts spent in British Col- 
vimbia for this purpose In comparison 
\vitl> the expenditure in IBttstern Can- 
ada. 

He said: "Last session I gave to the 
House bonio figures as to the general 
expenditure by tlic government on 
harbors oast of Port Arthur as com- 
pared with tlio e.xiiendituro on liarbors 
on llie Pacific Coast. In tlioso figures 
1 find that in the period from 18'.)S lo 
I'JOl) tlicru have been e.xpenUed on 
eastern harbors $7,3'Ji;,MG, while ilur- 
iiig llie same period lliere liave been 
e.xijended on tlie west coast at Iho 
Dominion only $256, ITS. I find from 
tlie.so same figures tliat the city of 
lialifax, up to the year lUUS liad e.x- 
pendeil on the harbor the sum of 
$1,G05,7:!2, and that the city of St. John 
had expended on its harbor $'JSS,-1-1^. 
In tlie year 100;) St. John harbor re- 
ceived a furtlier appropriation of $175,- 
000, and in the estimates £or lUU'J-lt) 
there is a sum, made up of three items, 
amounting to $538,500 for that harbor; 
so that at the end of the year 1910 
there Will have bedn expended on the 
SI. John harbor the sum of $1,999,142. 
In the estimates for the present year 
I find thatUhe" province of .New Bruntf- 
u lcii is to receive, in addition to tlie 
$ri3S,600 for-the harbor of St. John, a 
sum of $376,850 for 'harbor and river 
improvements generally. I find ulso 
that there Is provided for the two pro- 
vinces of Nova Scotia and Xow 
Brunswick a sum of J7SO,000 for 
dredging, and assuming that cnic lialf 
of that will bo si)ent in each province, 
the total amount approiiriated for the 
province of New Brunswick in iliu 
present year lor this service amounts 
to $1,241,850.

Made Hor First Voyage From London 
in 1883 — Capt. Archibald Once 
Her Chief Officer.

Australian liner Aoraiigl from the 
Vancouver-Sidney run recalls the fact 
that she Is a Vessel with a splendid 
record and there are thousands upon 
thousands of people in all parts of 
the world who look .back with pleasur" 
to trips made on this vessel. In hov 
whole career the Aorangi has never 
been In disaster or accident and she U 
spoken of as the lucky shl]). 

Her present voyage is her fiftv- 
fifth on this run a'nd allowing 15,000 
miles for the round tri]) she will havo 
co\-crial 825.000 inih's between Van- 
couver nad Sydney when she reache« 
the latli'r port on h(.T last run from 
here on December 31. 

1'lie Acn-angl was l>uilt as long aco 
as l.S.s;! at (lla.sgow by J. Klder Co. 
fur the .N'ew iioaliiini Shipping com- 
pany. She Is 27S2 tons burthen, 3S'J 
foot long, 40 feet beam and 31 feel a 
Inches depth. She was one of four 
vessels built for the New Zealand 
Shipping company and' with the oth- 
ers was a costly ship, built of iron, a 
material which Is not used nowadays, 
in the early iiart of her service the 
Aoiaiigi w.'is liar(iue rigged and carried 
a big siircad of eiinvas besides her 
.'ileam power and with Cajitaln Tiir- 
pin in con.mand she left London on 
her first voyage on .Xovember 2'J. 
lSt)3, with 42 saloon jmssengers, UO 
Hccoiid class and 120 steern.ge. Public, 
inierest was aruiiyeil over tbesi' f(mr 
iron baripie rigged steamers and great 
crowds witnessed the departure of tho 
Aorangi. 

The route taken by these New Zea- 
land liners was from London to itoju 
/Zealand via the Capo of Good Hope, 
leturnlng via Cape Horn, which con- 

slitnled a round-lln^-workl sorvico 
The name .Aorangi is Maori for high 
moiiiitaln and is the name given tii 
All. Cook, the lilghest mountain of 
New Zealand b.v the .Maoris. 

It is interesting to note that while 
she was on that ser\'lce Captain 
Arebiijald, now c,(unmarider of the lOm- 
pre.'-s of China, was chief officer of 
tile Aorangi, aiui It was on one of 
those voyages that he met the ladv 
who later became his wife and hu 
often remarks that tho Aorangi waa 
a lucky ship for him. 

The Aorangi ran on this round-the- 
world route from London for 14 years 
and W IS then taken over by Mr. Iliid- 
d:ird, the originator of the Canadhin- 
.■\ustrnllan llm;. She was sent to New- 
ea.-:tle-on-Tyiie In 1S97 and al Swan 
Hunt' I's .\ard:( and her interior .-ir- 
rangeniciils wr.vr rt'imi(!elled and she 
was e(|ul|iiie(l \vllb new engines and 
boilers. She was dispatched lo Syd- 
ney and euliSred the V.mcouvm' service 
running continuously ever since. This 
is voyage 55 for the Aorangi and aa 
stated she has covered .825,000 mlle*i 
oti this service.

Is Capt«tin J. D. S. Phillip?, who joined 
the company in 1803 ' as third officer 
of the Warrlnioo.

Sanmel 
Gonipera .saj's: "To say that the' de- 
cision pleases me, \yoiild be putting it 
mildly. The granting of our writ of 
certiorari means that the Supreme 
Court will , review the Buck Stove and 
Kanjrb Company controversy and the 
merits of the injunction proceedings. 
It moans that we will get a decision 
on the' question of free speech and a 
free press. ■• If the Supreme Court de- 
bides against us, wo will know that to 
get our rights our forefathers thought 
they secured for us wo must have now 
laws and DOssibly must amend the 
constitution Itself." 

At a recent meeting of the Joint 
Conference Board of the various i)rlnt- 
ing trades unions, held at Toronto, a 
I)roposltlon - wiis presented from the 
rci^rosentative of the International 
Slereotyijcrs' Union which contem- 
l)latcs the arrangt'ment whereby the 
annual conventions of- all printing 
tradea unions shall be held in the same 
city ;it the same time.

Hunareds ot deaths 
occur in oiir smaller unions, where the 
widow and fatherless children are left 
in destitute condition, and in many 
cases there is not sufficient mone.\ 
with' which to give the deceased 
brother a respectable burial, but rath- 
er tlian have the body placed In a 
pauper's grave, our union men go 
down in their pncketa, and by small 
donations from laeb one. the brother 
is gl ecu an honoralile funeral and 
burial."

Fears of Higher Rates for 
IVIoney Repress Activity 
on Exchange ^. . 



XIO\\- YORK, Dec. 24.— Today's was 
a nohday stock market In' the season- 
able dulness which restricted the ac- 
tivity almost wholly to the closing up 
of contracts. The holiday spirit was 
manife.«t also in the hopeful sentiment 
prevailing, although it Is not a u.sual 
characteristic of speculative markets 
to postpone acting on such sentiments. 
The constraint ot aiUlvity is partly due 
to the desire to await the \ear-end 
money settlement, and a dread that 
Hurries in the call loan market niav 
occur in the last week of the year 
Borrowing on call today carries over 
until Monday, and the evidence of 
over-supply of. funds as the dav pro- 
gressed helped' to allay apprehensions 
on this point and conduced to the stif- 
fening of 'prices -of st)cksr~ Discounts 
eased also In foreign. markets, indicat- 
ing tho prospect of 'money relaxation 
after tlio turn of the year. Another 
shari) i-elapse In foreign exchange 
rates pointed to the speculative nature 
of some of the recent strength in this 
market and tho over supply of ex- 
change bills left on hand as a con- 
set;ueiice. 

Individual stocks liere and there 
continued to show marked strength, 
hut the subsequent strength of stocks 
which had .such movements recently 
docii not in.splre conlidence in tlio ex- 
ample. Heading- .lecond preferred col- 
lapsed violently, running off one to one 
and a half jiolnt.s from the top price 
touched in the volatile rise of yester- 
day. The most conspicuous movement 
todiiN- w-as In tho Rock Island group, 
hulli in the Ktocl<s ;iiul in the collateral 
hoiid.s secured by tho old Rock Isl;uid 
stock. Belief in comrol of this com- 
linny by Lehigh Valley and AVabash 
still figured as the chief Inlluence In 
the movement. 

An advance in the price of copper 
metal In London gave an upward im- 
Iietus to stocks of the copper Indus- 
tri.ils.

Upon returning on November i, 1S9--, 
from mv first voyage to sea, i found myself 
surrounded with the comforts of home once 
inoie, and was eagerly lookmg forward to 
spending Christmas ashore' withm the honie 





circle, since l had been informed that it wot 
not' be necessary for mc to rejoni my ves: 
for at least three months. With this joyous 
prospect before me. 1 had but tew cares, ami 
llie fact that 1 had elected to adopt the sea as 
,nv profession rested lightly upon my young 
slu)ulder< As a consequence i .sct about to 
onjov what 1 then considered was a well-earuf 
holiday. My jubilations ' were destmed, how- 
ever, to come to a very sudden and abrupt 
endino", for on December 10 1 received orders 
from mv owners to join their vessel, the fine 
full-rigged ship "Mount Stewart, ' of Aber- 
deen, within the next two days. I wa.s fur- 
ther instructed that the "Mount Stewart was 
leaving the Southwest India Docks on Decem- 
ber IS. bound for Australia.'. At^^that particu- 
lar period of my career the sea- strongly ap- 
pealed to me, and exercised a very great hold 
upon my boyish imagination and fancy. I was 
fifteen vears old, and salt water ran through 
mv veins, accordingly the empty glory of a 
s-a'ilor's life held me fascinated, as nothing else 
could Notwithstanding this, however, it was 
with a very bad grace that I bade goodbye to 
mv home 'and took train to London, accom- 
pa'nicd only bv mv outfit and -a '"few Gnrist- 
mas plum pu'ddings and other sea«)nablC yic- 
luals, wdiich had been hurriedly packed for -me; 
Upon arrivaVin London it was necessary for 
me, in order to reach the Southwest Docks, to 
tranship both myself and kit on lioanl an- 
other train, and it was while 1 was waiting at 
h-enchurch Street station for this to heave m 
sight, that 1 became fully conscious of thesitu- 
ation in which I found myself. I realized \a 
the full . theAUtiteklo,rieUnMS.:.an(l,thopelcssncss 
of it; ther^'i' was, cu'f: -'off from all home lies 
during the Y.uletide perioidr-of all others; fur- 
ther,! was proceeding on hoard a strange ship, 
ahd amongst strange officers and men. It is 
thcrefere not surprising that I was seized with 
a sen.sc of homesickness and dejection diffi- 
cult to describe. The arrival of the train did 
not improve mv mood, which, by this time, had 
changed to one of abject misery, the impulse 
to run awav being strong. To excuse my un- 
manly cond'uct, I recollect taking into consid- 
eration that I was a "second voyager, ' and as 
such, was in, a better position to realize what 
kind of a life I was returning to. than a "first 
\-ova"er," or "new chum," would be. \\ ith 
him,1 told myself, it would be aU glamor, for 
was it not a new experience? Not so in my 
case . I was an !'old whale," and understood 
what a hard and bitter life the sea was when 
spent on board a.sailing ship. It was with such 
feelings as- these that I boarded the train and 
vVas hauled slowly towards the docks. 1 re- 
member during the journey venting my spleen 
upon the train, and the scorn, ridicule and con- 
tempt with which J regarded lhe_ engine was 
more than true lo llio traditions of young sail- 
ormen. 'J'lic monotony of the journey was 
somewhat relieved, however, by the presence 
in the same coiniiartnicnt as myself of a red- 
nosed, beery-looking seaman of distinctly 
London origin. 

.After biting off a huge ])iccc of black to- 
bacco, he proceedcfl to chew it in a most en- 
crgelic fashion ; indeed, the revolutions of his 
mouth seemed to mo to he koejiing time to 
those accomiilislied' by the wheels of the train. 
.After eyeing uie disdainfully, he. took occasion 
lo expectorate v;cry violently out of the lee 
port hole, and then turned and addressed mc 
with the question: "Where }'er barn'd ter, 
sonny?" 

I replied as dignifiedly as I could, that I 
was going lo the Son"wcst dock to join the 
"Mount Stewart." ".Making yer first voyage?" 
he sniffed contemptnousl)-. "No,"' I rejoined 
hotly; "I'm a second vo^'agcr," and then, with 
rapidly rising pride, "and 1 shall be the senior, 
apprentice ill the "Mount Stewart's" half-deck , 
this voyage ; five new fellows are joining." 

He studied me curiously, and then remark- 
ed: "No offence meant, sonny, only I u"is 
thinking as ow yer ain't been more than a dog- 
witch at sea"; adding under his breath, "Pour 
littlp devil, 'e'll 'avc ter spend 'is Christmas at 
sea." 

\\\ this time wc wvaw ])assing close to the 
docks and through a neighborhooil congcsleil 
with shipping, and- in spite of myself J found 
that I jvas'commencing to take a keen'' interest 
in my silrrpundirigs by w:ilching the forest f)f 
masts, spars -and rigging, and wondering 
which particular ones belonged to niy shi]). 
Upon alighting from the train, \. bade goodhy 
lo my brother seaman, and wended my way 
trnvards the Scni'west dock. Arriving at the ' 
gates, I enquired of a certain bow-legged in- 




the deck. Cursing and muttering apparently 
at Ibeir rotten luclc. :nui also splitting heads, 
the}', a dishevelled and squalid crowd, slowly 
crawled 011 deck. Cold, sleepy-eyed, and mis- 
erable, we bovs turned out.r of our bunks' and 
unwillingly dragged ourselves up the fo'castle 
head ladders to join the others. A ,d?leak 
nor'east wind was blowing up the river, ac- 
companied with falling snow, and the water 
alongside ran dark and cold. '1 he lor arc'^ 
riding light on the loroslav was burning tlini- 
ly, and cast a ghastly 3'ellaw glow upon the 
fore lower yards and riggmg. Alolt, the nak- 
ed spars of the ship lowered vague and mdis- 
Imct in the gloom. The men huddled together 
shivering, unwilling to turn: to, sulky, sores, 
had tetnpered, and out of sorts with the sea, 
with its officers, with everything. 
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observed. You'll see. 'ervtowerin' above the 
other shijis. an she's got white mast-'cads an' 
a flagstaff. She's abart the prettiest ship as 
'as e\ er docked in the port o' London." I \vas 
not king ill picking her out after this descrip- 
tion, and she ceriainly looked to niy critical 
young eye the most elegant vessel afloat. 1 
remember viewing with jiride her splendid 
lines, the symmetrical moulding of her iiull, 
her graceful bow, dainty stern and her perfect 
sheer fore and aft. Her maze of standing 
and running gear, and her three lofty white 
masts, raked well aft, and crossed by long, 
while tajieriiig yards, excited luy admir- 
ation, and I was deiighied to o' crve that 
along her sides, .and flashing in the sunlight, 
ran a line of black and white ports, these lat- 
ter giving lo her a frigate-like appearance. 
My former miserable feelings were fast \ an- 
ishing, and T went joyfully on board to report 
myself. .Shortly afterwards I made the ac- 
quaintance of my fellow apprentices, of whom 
there were five, all being my juniors in seal 
.s'ervice, Init seniors in \e;irs. Cargo was be- 
ing rapi(ll,\- taken in ;it all hatches, the own- 
er's oliject bciii.g U) got ihe ship away before 
Christmas: as a result, it was dis.giiicofully 
stowed, and caused endless iroiililc L'ltcr on. 
The next day a creu' of riggers came on 
board, and we warped into the outer basin; 
shortly afterward we were towed down the 
river to Gravesend, and anchored off No. 1 
■ buoy, there to await the coming of our crew, 
'and to prepare for sea. 

The former came on board shortly after 
our arrival, ami colloolively represented the 
most extraordinary crowd of seamen 1 ha\e 
ever seen on buard a shi]). l'"veryoiie of them 
was a foreigner of sonic k-ind, ;nid scarce!}' 
any t\vi> omid sju'ak liie same l:ui.';ua,ge ; they 
were also for tlu- nmsl pari all ild and <le- 
crepid l(3okin.g. W'e discovered later that', 
owing to Clirislinas being so close at hand, 
our captain had experienced great difficulty 
in securing a crew at all, aud- in sheer despair 
had shipped the iirescnt one. We managed, 
however, to iireiKire for sea, by bending a 
brand new suit of sails, which wc depended 
on lo \\ilbsl;ind the fury of winter .gales, 
should wo meet aii}', and having secured 
evor}thin.g about the deck's against heavy 
wealher, \ve found onrsel\-es ready \o lea\'e. 
Our tugs had been ordered to arrive at 4 



In surly obedience to the sharp orders ahd 
gesticulations of the mate, they shipped the 
^vindlass bars, and we all, "commenced to 
march silently and sullenly 'around the wind- 
lass. My fi\'e first ^•oyage companions and 
mv'self were all too conqileteiy wraj^ped u]) in 
our own thoughts lo attempt to liven tliin.gs 
lip: we could not meekly submit to the pros- 
pect of having lo spend our Christmas at sea, 
ai:d out" homesick feelings, arising from this 
cause, can be better imagined than described. 
The men, all of whom, were foreigners, with 
noe so much .English among them as would 
ser\'e the simple monosyllabic, "^''es," occa- 
sionally emitted a few po!y,glot grunts, and 
licliied further to depress us. However, our 
sj-iril-; were somewhat livened b}- the sudden 
:n-rival of the second mate, who iiad lieen busy 
cisowhoic. .Although a com|)aralively voun,g 
man, and one who had only just obtained his 
first siicet of coveted parchment, he was both 
a gop.l and tactful officer. Instinctively re- 
cognizing that the present was a psycho- 
logical moment, he seized it 'bv 'throwing hi.^ 
weight against the bars, at Ihc same time ex- 
claiming, "Heave hearty, m\- sons, ami up 
with the (d(l muck-hook wdiilsi the cook's gel- 
ling the coffee ready. I'm a salt water night-

Our fair breeze lasted, and we felt fully 
justified in congratulating ourselves upon our 
good luck in .getting clear so easily of the 
world's .greatest -waterway, aiid as 
Christmas day drew nearer, our little 
community in the half-decks spent 
much energy inv scheming, and plotting 
itp^'maice'it a.rea^ll5f?;jolIj^^ Dec. 22nd, 

however, we Vecei\?ell.i"atlier;.y^^^ ' 
surprise, which had ^j3ie- .ef £c»ciEf df ; -pnce', Agati.ji' ' 
damping our Christmas ' ardohr.-'-'" A dfstinct • 
meteorological change was experienced, the 
first indication being in a long swell which 
seemed to roll up suddenly from the sou-west. 
Ugly looking clouds had commenced to group 
themselves on the southern horizon, and be- 
fore long, the wind had veered smartly to the 
same direction. We were compelled to short- 
en sail, for the wind came away' strong, ac- 
companied with heavy rain, increasing sea, 
and a rapidly falling barometer. The same 
afternoon avo ^vitnessed a very fine sight, for 
during an interval between the sciualls, we 
overhauled and passed the splendid four- 
masted barque "l^rin-irose Hill" of Liverpool. 
She was close hauled on the starboard tack 
and under her six topsails, foresail andv main 
lower t'gallant sail. She had left Liverpool a 
few days before, and was bound out round 
Cape Horii to Victoria, B.C. Strangely 
enough, andiby a fluke, I had been prcvehted 
from joining her in Liverpool that voyage; 
that such had been the case, afterwards p-.'ov- 
,ed lo be a very fortunate thing for mc, as will 
be seen later. 

By Christmas Eve we were hove to under 
our main lower, top-s'lj facing.-what \yas after- 
wards recorded by the 'Eo'hddiv Meteorological , 
Office as. being the most terrific gale experi- 
enced off the British coast for a 1 oriod of 
thirty years. 

Christmas dawn scowled angrily at us as ' , 
if bent upon our total destruction before the 
day should close, a few brief moments lulli- 
— and then the din of action recommenced; 
the earnest and strenuous strife of man 
against stern elements determined to destroy / 
himi:,:/-iIvhe,«<:>>^'Mounti Stewart''i7i;;heel^^l^jban^l';;:;" 
lurcliea violeiitly under the coiri'biii'ed 'ftirj^^^b'^' 
the wind and sea. Great green seas poised 
themselves on high, remained there for a se- 
cond, and then dashed furiously at, the vessel • 
and thundered along her decks, sweeping - 
everything before them. 

Aloft, portions of sails, previousl}' furled, 
had been loosened again by the terrific force 
of the wind, and were either banging and 
slatting or else streaming in ribands from the 
yards and cracking, like whips. Iron cliaiihs 
were screeching and rattling through groan- 
ing iron sheaves, and throughout all, and as 
if to complete the harmony of this infernal 
orchestra, was the shriekin,g, rushing and bel- 
lowing of the mighty wind. By ten o'clock- 
on Christmas morn, the .gale had increased 
lo one of hurricane force and shortly after- 
wards, and with a sound resembling a thunder 
clap our main topsail was blown completely 
out of the bolt ropes and Avhirled away in cir^ 
cles far to leeward* Then came the most 
wretched CA'ent of the day— our foreign crew 
were suddenly seized with. panic and Wildly 
refused to make any further effort to assist iii 
handling the vessel ; instead, they remained 
cowering on the poop, where ^ve had all been 
huddled Ihrougliout the ni.glit, the main deck 
bein.g so completely under water that an}-- 
attempt to venture upon it was attended with , 
the gravest danger to life and limb. Tremb- 
ling with fear and crouching un'der whatever 
protection was afforded by • skylights and 
wheelbpx, the}' kept madly gesticulating and 
continually pointing to the great seas leaping 
over our bulwarks, and although our captain, 
officers and bo's'on bawled at, and constantl}' 
kicked and cuffed them, their efforts to arouse 
I hem lo a sense of duly were of 110 avail.

Emma Calve, whose baptismal name was 
Emma Rogner, was born at Deca/.eville in 
r866. Her father, a Spaniard, was a civil en- 
gineer, lie (lied when she was a child, and 
her voice, having attracted attention when she 
was at school in a convent, her mother took her 
to Paris, v,diere she studied music. She made 
her debut as Marguerite in "Faust" in 1881, 
when she was only 15 years of age — a record 
which is almost unique. She made a number 
of successful ap])caraiices, and then placed her- 
self under the tuition of Madame i\farcliesi, 
with \vhom she made a tour of Italy. Here she 
met Ivleanor Duse, ^vhose Avork inspired her 
to the study of dramatic singing. Her first 
great success was as Santuzza in "Cavalleria 
RusticatT^,'.' which she was the first tp present 
t6''.Paris. Her next. great success was as Car- 
rtien, and this may be '^called her greatest 
achievement, for it seems u'nlikply that she will 
ever be able to create another great role. She 
is described as a strange combination of girl 
and woman, is superstitions to a degree and a 
believer in Spiritualism, Theosophy and As- 
trology, She has designed her tomb and head- 
stone. To- show the thorpughness with Which 
she has done her work, it may oe mentioned 
that, when she w^s cast for Carmen, she went 
to Seville, and stood outside the cigarette fac- 
tories, stuch'ing the types of the girls 
who worked in them. Her costumes were 
bought where they bought theirs,' and she 
claimed that her acting was the exact repro- 
duction of one girl, who she specially watched.

Seneca. 

The truth of Mark /Vntony's remark, "The 
evil men do live after them, the good is oft in- 
terred with their bones," is refuted by the ex- 
ample afforded by Seneca. His philosophy has 
come down to us, inspiring, calm, and beauti- 
ful ; and, reading it, we quite forget, if indeed 
we jiave ever iQarned, that the man responsible 
for all this wise teaching, in his own life, ex- 
emplified his precepts not at all. He jiraises 
the joys of poverty until we are happy in our 
lack of riches, and yet luxury was a thingi he 
could not do without and in order to gain it, he 
sacrificed liis honor more than once. Power, 
influence, high position, all of these things he 
treats in his writings as of little worth, yet he 
found they were very essential to his own hap- 
piness. Howeve-f, he had the frankness to 
own that he failed profoundly in following the 
wisest course, and his sad end is a proof of 
this. He bade those who read him not to take 
his own liie into account, but to abide by what 
he had written, as he too would have done, had 
he had the moral strength of his convictions. 
His own physical infirmities probably lessened 
his desire to take a firm stand against tempta- 
tion, ahd his situation was always a difficult 
one. Yet his character was almost wholly 
lovable. He never failed a friend, in disposi- 
tion he was mild and gentle ; and his love for 
little children endeared him to all the young. 

He was the son of an intellectually brilliant 
father, and was born before the Christmas era, 
I le inherited a high social position and much 
wealth, and as he grew older his own ability 
won him wide recognition, so successful was 
he as an advocate.that he incurred the jealousy 
of Caligula, and the next emperor Claudius 
banished him to the Isle of Corsica where he 
remained for eight years. It was the infamous 
.\grip])ina, mother of Nero, wdio was instru- 
mental in bringing the philosopher back to 
Rome, where she installed him as tutor to the 
luture emperor. .Nero had iniierited so many 
evil traits, that the.Avisest philosopher of his 
lime could do practically nothing toward 
changing the bend of his character, though had 
he remained under Seneca's influence, and not 
been allowed to follow his unbridled passions, 
his reign might not have beeii such a horrible 
one. .\s i! w .is the first years of his rule were 
ikU in.irked 1)\- any crime, and in fact gave 
l)ronli.■^e nf a better social order and condition 
than h.-id been prevalent in Rome, for some 
time. 1 listorians unite in giving S.eneca the 
credit for all this. 

But feeling his own power later, Nero lost 
what small control he had of his unnatural in- 
stincts, and after he. had.. murdered his. mother, 
his attitude toward his teacher \yas such as to 
cause Seneca to fear that unless. lie <, withdrew 
at ionce from Rome he too. would suffer a like 
fate. He relinquished what authorit} he had, 
and in order to propitiate the bestial young 
tyrant who was his master, he asked for i)cr- 
missiou to retire to his father's estate in Cor- 
dova, and offered Nero all of his wealth. The 
latter saw fit to accuse him of treason, how- 
ever, and commanded him to cuinniit suicide. .

harked back to older times and olderVman- 
ners. But jt is not a modern love story iii 
any sense of the word; it is merely a narra- 
tive of savage primeval instincts, -where the 
participants only differ from their uncouth 
progenitors in the fact that they wear clothes 
and pretend to dabble in biology. .More than 
this, the story is absurd in that the heroine 
herself is a wholly man-made creation, an im- 
possible conception o| a fenyninity that . :s 
more male . than, female in^ its manner p£ 
thought, and act..'. If Mr; Well's 'hacl doiie,na-| 
thing more than draw a character of this kind' 
his book might be dismissed with a passing 
comment on its silliness, and the negligible 
negative amount of harm it woul ' have done 
would have in no sense appalled us. But it 
suits this professor of modernism to adopt a 
sort of ironical flippancy towards those wliich 
we have been taught to believe are the found- 
ations of the institutions which hold the .' m- 
ily and society together. It may be the scien- 
tific vein in Mr. Wells that prompt- this; "a 
little knowledge is a dangerous thing"; but 
whatever the reason, the fact remains that he 
has tried to undermine, by unscrupulous sug- 
gestion, the very groundwork upon which civ- 
ilization rests. To man}' of us it is a for cr}' 
back to our Sunday school days, .id those of 
us who are not churchgoers retai:i but a faint 
recollection, perhaps, of our early religious 
training: but the impression con\-eyed in 
youth remains with us, and however much wc 
may have changed, piir vigws, however un- 
orthodox, we may have become, we, have, 
foun^ no . reason to. believe . that Ihe laws em,:' 
bodied in - the Ten Comthandme- -s are not 
worthy of being followed; are not the best, 
in fact the only guides to riehi moral conduct 
and consequent hapjuness. They have been 
in force now for a great many hundred years. 
They are the .gist practically of every rcligi- 
cnis and jihilosopiiicaj cult, and science has 
not given or attemi)tcd to give us any better 
substitute. But this so-called feminine crea- 
tion of Mr. Wells sets all moral laws at de- 
fiance, and the author evidently .sanctions her 
in so doing. She begins by breaking the first 
and second commandment, a ■. ' ids by break- ^ 
ing nearly all of them. But the last chapter 
finds her the picture of alleged well-merited 
happiness, her desires all fulfilled, and enjoy- 
ing life to ~the, utmost.' As for Capes, her 
lover, he is nothing more nor l:'i than a crim- 
inal at large. 

It is not the purpose of these cedumns In 
give a synopsis of or extracts from a book 
of this variety, however notorious it may be.

otheV times, but not at Christmas Day. They 
do not make the least bit of difference one 
way or the other, but there are a lot of Super- 
excellent folk, who are never quite satisfied 
unless they have everything drawn with a 
straight-edge and all the angles exact. They 
have no use for curves in history or religion, 
but just as llo.i^arlh told us that in art the 
curve was the cnd)lcm of beauty, although 
cveryhnily knew it before he said so, so also 
in those thinys which make for our happiness 
we must make use of "curves" if we want the 
best results. In long centuries the angles have 
been taken out of thing.s. Doubtless it is a 
very wavy line that we would have to follow, 
if we would trace Christmas back to the day, 
when there was horn in the stable in Bethle- 
hem a liahy lioy, whose influence is the most 
])otent factor in the world today; hut that 
makes it all the more beautiful, for wherever 
we trace it, we would find lying along its 
course the sentiment of "Cnory to God in the 
Highest, and on Earth Peace, Good Will to 
Men." Even in the rugged days of old, when 
our rude, but virile ancestors drank deep of 
nut-brown ale, while the Yule log blazed upon 
the hearth: or in later days when the Crusad- 
ers, with clans^ing of shields and shouts of fren- 
zv, hurled defiance at the Saracen foe, from 
whom they sought to rescue the place where 
the Child of Bethlehem was liuried ; even yet 
later, when monastieism and later still, Puri- 
tanism had robbed the day of many of its 
outward evidences of ^oy, it was the same. 
iPerhaps there were times when the sunlight of 
■love found the dark clouds hanging over hu- 
■titanity difficult to penetrate; but ever the 
sun was there; ever its beams were directed 
earthwards, and ever in men's hearts there was 
a glow of its divine fire. And in these latter 
days, when the anthem of the Angel Choir 
finds an echo in the l^rcasts of us all, Christmas 
Day is the season of I^ove Triumphant. To be 
sure tliere is sorrow, suffering, hate, envy, and 
. malice in the world ; but like the mists, which 
fly before the splendour of the dawn,. they are 
rolling away. The divine sunshine is illumina- 
ting more and more of the dark places as the 
years roll on, and we look forward with con- 
fidence to thic glory of midday, when the prin- 
ciple for which Christmas Day stands will rule 
the world. 

Christmas Day is a day of memories. Some 
of them arc sad, but most of them are jo}-ous. 
Even with the former there is a little bright- 
ness, for when on this day we remember those 
who have left us forever, we recall only what 
was good about them. The world is better 
for our memory of our sorrows ; if the rain 
of grief never fell into our lives they might be 
■ barren. Christmas Day l)ids us siirr.nv "not as 
men without lK)|)e ;" for no matter what our 
religious faith may he. or if we lia\ e no parti- 
cular religious faith at ail, there is something 
in the atmosi)here at this season, which 
touches and sanctifies everything, even if wo 
are unconscious of its influence. We are learn- 
ing nowadays many things that to a former 
generation would have seemed foolish imagin- 
ings. We know that there arc occult forces. 
We .may not try io name them, and it is just 
as well that wo should not ; but we know that 
they are active forces. W o know there is a 
wireless tolography liolueon himian hearts; 
that there is a sj)iritual h_\-pn( it isin 
that sways human minds. We h,-i\e learned 
that nothing dies; thai the conservation (ji 
energy is not ennfined to inanimate things; 
and v/e are hetjinning to realize that the forces 
of the human soul arc as real, as efficient, and 
as eternal as the forces that control the mater- 
ial worlrl. So we are justified in a.ssuming 
that the sentiment that inspires the rejoicings 
of Christmas is having a permanent influence 
U])On mankind, ami that the world, because of 
it, is steadil)- growing better. Perhaps the 
improvement may not bo as rapid as some of 
us would like it lo be, but there is one infal- 
lible rule whereby its progress can he acceler- 
ated, namely, that each of us will do what in 
him or her lies to make Christmas what it 
ought to be and to keep its fires alight in our 
hearts until the next season comes round. 

Th ere are some peopl-e, one is sorry to say, 
to whom Christmas means but very little. 
ThC3" are not so numerous as they used to be; 
but they are too numerous \'el. They are 
chiefly people who have forgotten that they 
were once children. They miss so 
much that they pro\i(le their own 
punishment for their foolishness in. 
refusing to believe in the spirit of Santa 
Claus. But the most of us believe in Christ- 
mas, and you good sir, wdio will sit in your 
club today, and vote the rest of us absurd, as* 
you light your cigar ancl look [utn the fire. Just 
let 3'our memory go back to a day long before 
the first grey hair showed itself in )-onr head, 
long before you knew an3'thing about those 
matters, to which you look for your pleasures 



chap wanted to love everyone, and that for the 
time being the world was resonant with joy. 
That little chap was )''ou ; yes, sir! Yon, who 
now sit over the fire and watch the smoke as 
it curls from your cigar. Now, be honest with 
yourself, and confess if all you have done and 
got and learned since then make up for what 
you have lost because you have let tlie spirit 
of Christmas die out of your heart. But this 
is not all there is to say to you ; for you will 
not have learned the lesson of .memory aright 
if you do not feel within you a glow of some- 
thing like that which made all the world seem 
bright in those far off times. 

There is no need to say anything t(.) par- 
ents and children who make of Christmas what 
it ought to be. Tliev know more about it 
than words can put on paper. They know 
that of all our institutions Christmas is the 
one that could be least .spared, not only for 
what it is, but for what it iniplies They know 
that in proportion as thej' enter into the spirit 
of the day, they become more like Him, whose 
nativity it commemorates. They will join 
with us in saying, Long live Christmas; may 
its hold upon the hearts of the people grow 
stronger and stronger until the time shall 
come when its message will be the greatest 
influence upon all our lives.

THE CHRISTIAN ERA, 

'I'he Christian Era was established in Italy 
sometime in the vSixth Century, by Dion\'sius 
the Little, a Ixoman Abbot. It did not come 
into general use in Christendom until a century 
or more afterwards. Dionysius reckoned hack- 
ward to fix the year of the birth of Christ, and 
his investigations led him to the conclusion 
that this took place in the twelvemonth begin- 
ning on January ist, in.the fourth year of the 
194th Olympiad, which corresponded with the 
/S.^rd year after the legendary founding of 
Rome, and the 47r4th year of the Julian jieriod. 
It is hardly necessary to say that the Olym- 
])iads were the periods between the Olympic 
games. The Julian periotl was devised by a 
statistician named Scalizer. in It is based 

on certain astronomical facts. Previous to 
the institution of the Christian Era, and after 
the disuse of the Olympiad and the Roman 
system, .dates in Latin countries were fixed 
by wdiat was known as in the Cycle of Indic- 
tion, which was a jieriod fixed for the perform- 
ance of certain judicial acts by the Em])erors 
at Constantinople. This was not established 
until the year 313. Therefore, it follows, that 
there is no measure of time previous to the 
.Si.xth Century of our era, b}' which dates can 
be settled without more or less calculation. 

Indeed, for a very long period after the in- 
vention of the Christian Era a great deal of 
disagreement existed as to when it ought to 
be considered as beginning. Dionysius, its 
inventor, fixed the beginning at the Feast of 
the Annunciation, which was March 25. This 
prevailed imiversally for some time, and in 
some parts of Italy it was I'olkiwed as late as 
1743. Other ecclesiastical authorities held 
that the year (.light to Ivogin at Easter, others 
I)referred March ist. In h" ranee Easter was 
regarded as the beginning of the year as late 
as the Sixteenth Century. In Germany and in 
some part5 of Italy the year was- regarded as 
beginning at Christmas as late in some places 
as the I'ifteenth Century. In b'ngland Christ- 
mas was re.L;ar(led as the beginning of the \-e;ir 
U]) to the Thirteenth Centiu-y. when Amunicia- 
lion Day was established as the begiiming, and 
it was so continued until 175J, wlien January 
I St was fixed as the time. A relic of the an- 
cient ])raclice in regard to the l»eginning of the 
year is shown by the fact that the Church of 
England dates its ecclesiastical year from the 
h'irst Sunday in Advent. English historians 
always have reckoned the year as beginning on 
January ist. .'\n illustration of the confusion 
arising otit of this uncertainty as to when the 
year begun is affordofl by the invasion of Eng- 
land by William of OranL;e. This is jjopularly 
called the Kevolution of 1688. Stated in terms 
of om- existing chronology, it took place in 
1689. 

Thc_ Christian Era had not been long in 
use, before it v.'as observed that the Equinoxes 
did not always fall on the same dates. . Pope 
Sextus IV commissioned an astronomer to ad- 
just the Caleuflar. so as to make the years co- 
incide with the iv|uinoxcs, but the latter died 
before he completed his work, which remained 
in abeyance until I'ope Gregory XI II. ajjpoint- 
ed Aloysius Lilius. an astronomer and physi- 
cian, to com|)lete it. The result was the es- 
tablishment of the Gregorian Calendar, which 
is thatnow in use in.Christendoin. 

Gregoryy after ' the neccssaiy caiciilatio'ii's 
had been completed, ordered that October 5, 
1582, should be considered to be/ October 15. 
The Gregorian Calendar is a very remarkable 
])iece of \vork. It provides for leap year, so as 
to adjust dates ,to astronomical events; but 



vary from 3483 '.years before Chfist to 6984 
years, 

'J'he Jewish Era begins from a date as- 
signed to the Creation, which was 3760 years 
before Christ. This calculatipiljWal.ra^ 
the Fifteenth Century. ,. ;. ■■■ ", • , 

The Era of Gipnstantihbple,. which is thQ.ec- 
clesiastical year of the Greek Church, and was 
the civil year in Russia untjl the time of Peter 
the Great, begins at the supposed tinie of the 
Creation, which' for the' purposes of this era 
was estimated to have occurred 5509 years be- 
fore Christ. 

The Era of .Mexan'lri;! was that used by 
the Alexandrian Christians, and dated from 
wh.it they supposed was the time of Creation, 
oi' .7.S03 years before Christ. 

The Mundane Era of Antioch was of the 
same nature, but it placed Creation in 5492 

The Era of Nabonassar, was of ancient 
origin. It began on Wednesday, February 
2b, 747 B. C. It was a' scientific Era, based on 
astronomy. 

The Macedonian Era dated from 311 B. C, 
with the Macedonian Seleucus conquered 
Babylon. 

The Era of Alexander, that of Tyre, the 

Caesarian Era of .-\ntioch, the Caesarian Era of 
Spain, the Era of Actum, the Augustan Era 
the F.ra of Diocletian, and of the Armenians 
have ail had a lcmi)orary vogue. 

The Mohammedan I\ra dates from the 
flight of the Pro!)hct from .Mecca to ]\Iedina in 

A. D. 622. The Era of Yezdcgard, in use in 
Persia, dates from June 16, A.D. 63J, 

Chinese definite Chromology begun in 2000 

B, C, they measure time by astronomical 
cycles of sixty years each.

CHARLES ' DICKENS. 



. Many of us:;believe 4hat the iiersonality of 
a strong man or woman can nave - nb' real 
death, but nuist continue to exist as a poten- 
tial agency in some form or another \on<^ after 
the body has been buried ami reduced to dust. 
To us it seems an incredible, nay, more, an im- 
possible thing, for death to end the almost un- 
limited energy that animates the. mijid, and ; the . 
body of the greatest of our thinkers and actors ; 
and we.feel sur?:tliat the energy, which during 
the Hfetinie of the body that contained it a ield- 
ed an influence upon the world, nnist si ill hold 
a place in it. The stronger, the nobler the per- 
sonality, the more deeply and for the greater 
length of time must this influence last. 

This is true of all the leaders of the various 
great religious cults. To their followers, in 
many cases, the master still exists; and, be- 
cause the di-sciples have felt the nameless forro 
of a personality, the likeness of which has long 
since vanished, they implicitly and un(|uestion- 
ably believe in the existence of him they re\'- 
crence, thou.gh they have no proof that they 
are right beyond that furnished by the unde- 
niable force of their own convictions, k'or ex- 
ample lij 'se of us who have taken Josus Christ 
as the model by which we try to pattern our 
lives, can say, without compromising ourselves 
in the least, that Jesus lives, for to us he does 
live, inasmuch as the influence he exerted 
while alive has grown steadily wider and 
stronger. 

While this is true of the greatest of oiu" 
teachers, the wisest of our leaders, it is no less 
true of those, who, if of not quite so mighty, a 
calibre, nevertheless stand out from among the 
enormous rank and file of humanity in the 
white light of justly earned fame. Among 
those we number our famous composers, our 
soul-stirring musicians, our statesmen, (nir 
poets, our painters and our novelists. In this 
latter class there is one the sjjirit of whom, to 
those who know his works well, seems to espe- 
cially preside over some of the simplest, the 
holiest, the best of our pleasures, and of those 
pleasures we, who though old in years can yet 
thank God for the youth in our hearts, num- 
ber Christmas time as the happiest, the bright- 
est, the merriest of them all. 

'Phore ha\'e been greater writers than 
Charles Dickens, more scluilarly, nnu-o rhetori- 
cal writers ; but among tlie scores of them there 
is not (uie who has succoded in touching our 
hearts quite so surelv, as this man who wrote 
only of sane, simple eveiyday affairs, and sane, 
simple everyda}' people ; and never forgot for a 
moment that Jieaven-born faculty of us all to 
see the humorous side of things, the faculty 
that heljis to carry us over the rr)ughest jilaces 
in life. .Morei.ivcr he shenved the just balance 
that always exists between haj)pinoss and sad- 
ness, between smiles and tears, helpiuL,' us to 
believe the very best of our .fellow-men, and 
inspiring us with a stronger desire to trust in 
God. 

Dickens did not write of sex problen^s, 
probably never thought of them. His charac- 
ters had no comidex emotions,' that led to in- 
extricable cf)midications. Mis stories are 
stories of real life, as hai)p.ily the most of us 
know it, and his characters are real men and 
winnen with feelings and iuslincts totally un- 
perx'crted b}- abnofmal desires: quite unli!-:'' 
those men and women with whom we meet in 
our modern novels, who, satiated by sensa- 
tions, rack their bodies and brains to find a 
ntw one at the cost of health and sanity. 

So we choose Dickens today as the one 
writer among the many who has best typified 
the Christmas spirit, who, in fact, has been 
gi\en the credit of in\-enting the modern 
Christmas, such a lover was he of little chil- 
dren, such s_\-mpalhotic hre>ther to the sni'fer- 
ing, such a l)elie\'er in the inmite k-iudliue.-.s and 
goodlinoss of o\-eryl)iul_\-. "Ilalf an hour of 
him," said an able critic, "is worth a lifetime of 
his self-conscious analyzers, and the world is 
a more cheerful and sympathetic world, be- 
cause of the loving and lovable presence in it 
of Charles Dickens." .\nd the time of the great 
novelist's death some one \:i'ote in the public 
])ress in reg.'Td to his Christ ni.i-^ t;iles ,is fol- 
lows: "lie has not only jilea.sed us — lie has 
softened the hearts i.f ;i wlu'le geuer.ai ion. Me 
made charity fashioii;ilile ; he a\\:d<ened pily 
in the heart of sixty millions of people, lie 
made a whole generation keep Christinas with 
acts of helpfulness to the poor; and every bare- 
footed boy and girl in the streets of ]-".ngl;unl 
and America today fares a little betlei'. gets 
fewer cuffs and more pudding, because Charles 
Dickens wrote." Surely no epitaph could be 
better tluiii this. 

Diclcens was horn ;it L;in(l|)(n't, in i'ortsc.a, 
in I'ebruary, i8iJ. It was of his own imhaiipy 
childhood that ho wi'ote when ho described 
the sorrows of little Da\'id Copperfield. In 
fact, most of his characters were drawn from 
real life, his own father and and 'mother and 
his wife figuring in many of them, llis .de-. 
scriptiinis of Marshalsea i)rison were taken 
from his own experience while his father was 
imprisoned there for debt. Those were \ei'y 
bard times f(M- the Dickens famil}-, ami Charles, 
who was a delicate, sonsiti\'o lad, folt the dis- 
grace and the humiliation very ])oignantly. 
They lived ih a miserable quarter. of the town, 
and the boy used to, vyait on his father iii 
pri.spn. These words from" David Copperfield 
exactly describe the conditions of the ynnng 
Dickens:' ■ ' 

"No wt)rds can express tlie^sccrct agony, of 
my soul as I Sunk into this companionship — > 



would not be here to spin the yarn to incre- 
dulous shore folk, • Whcii it cleared jW^^^^^ 
find' felt my early hopes grbwihg^'up' WSe a 
learned, and distinguished man crushed in my 
breast. The deep remembrance of the sense I

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HOWTO MAKE A PERENNIAI. 
BORDER. 

Plaut thickly enough to form eventually 
a mass of .foliage, sufficiently dense to com- 
pletely hide' the ground. Scattered plants 
uLout a newly-raked bed may look,. neat;,,. biit 
so would perfect rows of paihteH stakes. 
.Neatness can be more perfectly attained b'y 
the close grouping'Of plants of similar foliage. 
Too great a mixture of leaf forms and colors 
often gives a tangled and untidy effect. The 
aim is the happy medium between the same- 
ness of a too large group of one species and 
the careless mixture of many species. Make 
the groups decided enough to be called 
groups in, comparison with the area of the 
, ..;ijlapting.|fb be irregular and blend 

iritb tlie 'surrounding groupings with pleasing- 
contrasts. 

A very effective way of planting, especi- 
ally where the bprdcr is long, is to use a large 

■ quantity of a few kinds of plants which follow 
each oihcr in bloom through the season, and 
to plant the whole border in small groups, so 
that dt one lime the entire border appears at- 
tractive with flowers of one kind and of one 
or perhaps two colors, to be followed by a, 
flower of another color, This method changes 
the color effect of the whole border almcst 
every week, but it, of course, cannot give the 
effect of a solid mass of flowers, as would be 

^ the case if the same list were planted, eac[h 
kind in a plot by itself, A list for this pur- 
pose, to follow cacli other quite closely 
througii the suninicr might be: Yollow daffo- 
dils, [)urple German iris, rose and white pe- 
onies, scarlet Oriental poppies, Japanese iris 
.white, with pencilings of color, yellow day 
lilies, monSrdas, red, phlox, white or nearly 
so, rudbeckias, ye,ll6w, purple New Engla"^d 
aster, and hardy pompon chrysanthemun^, 

-pink and' white. If a larger list, with plants 
of several colors appearing at the same time 
is used, the effect is entirely different, and 
care will be needed to obtain the morc_pleas- 
ing contrasts of color. 

The preparation of beds for perennials 
..shpjild be very thorough especially as the soil 
cannot be deeply dug or greatly enriched af- 
terwards. ' If the subsoil does not provide 
sufficient drainage to prevent water from 
staying on the surface of the ground, or .the 
soil from becoming excessively wet during 
the rainier seasons, then under-drainagc, to a 
depth of at least two and a half feet will be 
necessary. 

A first-class perennial bed, suited to sus- 
tain a large variety of plants in vigorous 
growth, should have the ground madei loose 
to a depth 'of 'two feet; ' It would "be best to 
have the entire two feet made up of surfaci^' 
soil and then dig over the subsoil and mix 
with it a fair amount of manure, bone and 
wood ashes. It the soil is clayey or sour, 
there is nothing better than screened coal 
ashes to make its condition satisfactory. An 
application two inches deep to a foot of soil 
will loosen a stiff clay, and it will stay loose. 
Sand will answer to the same end,- but not so 
wsll-. 

The lop soil should, if possible, be a 
good loam, and be at least one loot deep. It 
should be well enriched with well rotted 
manure, bone and wood ashes, or other min- 
eral fertilizers, and put in a finely pulverized 
condition. The growth of vegetation cannot 
be vigorous without a deep, rich, well-drained 
soil. Keci) the surface soil rich, and do not 
get part of the subsoil mixed with it, as many 
of the garden plants are shallow-rooted, and 
need a very mellow soil ; and, further, a good,., 
friable surface is needed to allow the growth 
of annuals and small plants, especially those 
raised from seed. A good depth of soil gives 
a lower feeding-room for the strong-rooted 
plants, and allows the growth of more shal- 
low-rooted plants among them, with far bet- 
ter results tiian could possiblv be obtained on 
a thill soil. 

.When purchasing plants for a border, take 
])aiiis to obtain .good, healthy stock, and sec 
that it is carefully i)lantc(l as soon as recci\-- 
ed, 'I'he best season to transplant any jiar- 
ticular plant is while it is yet dormant, and 
just before the roots start to grow. Plants in 
general, and early flowering ones in particu- 
lar, make considerable root "-rowth in the fall. 
A good rule to follow is: plant in the c;\r\,y 
fall those species tli;it Ijlossoni befnre July, 
and in the spring those that bloom later in 
the year. 

If it seems best to make the planting all at 
one time, then early f;ill will perhajxs be the 
best season fur llie gi'eatest number. I'a.U 
planting should be early, .so that the plant.s' 
can liccome establi,.;he(l in the soil .it any sea- 
son, but more care must i)e used. 

A well-drained, deep soil under the plants 
is the first and best protection. Too much 
water in the soil and too weak a root system, 
with the alternate freezing and thawing, are 
the main reasons for the winter killing of 
otherwise hardy plants. If the beds are given 
a dres-sing of short man\n-c in tiie fall, just 
sufficient to cover the earth without stnother- 
ing the crowns of the plants, it will prevent 
the two quicic. freezing and thawing. 

Plants that arc really tender to cold must 
be mulched to kec]) tiie frost from the roots. 
This can be accomplished with any material, 
such as straw, leaves, etc., that is open 
enougli-to form interior air spaces and so be 
a poor conductor of cold. It is well to place 
this manure in heaps over the crowns of tlie 
plants so as to at least partly shed tlie rain. 
The soil must be extremely dry to injure, an 
established dormant plant, but it can easily 
be too wet. 

When, after a few years, tlie border be- 
comes too >-W*lt, or the clumps too large to 



give satisfactory flowers, some removal of 
plants and division of roots will be necessary. 
In general, do not separate the clumpsjivun'tii;:; 
they show, very plainly that tney need^i^Tlie,'' 
best' season to divide any plant is the same _as 
the best titrie to plant it; which is just before 
its roots begin : to grow. 

It may som'etimes be best to water the 
border during severe drought.' Do it tiiis 
way, or do not do it at all: Give to each 
square foot of the bed a two-inch covering of 
water, ^as the soil will take it up. The con- 
tinual application of a little water not only: 
hinders.ithe rise of -water frpm,^ the .sub-soi^, 
but' ten^s,;to^ bring the roots to ' the ^ liioister 
■surface, ''a'nd'>so not only crowds them into a 
^smaller .feeding space, but makes the plants 
'less able to endure the next drought, and less 
hardy for the winter. " ' '. 



THE JOY OF A GARDEN". 

"The garden is a constant source of amuse- 
ment to us both," wrote Dr. Arnold, in one of 
his delightful letters— he was writing of -him- 
self and his wife — "there are always some lit- 
tle alterations to- be made, some few spots 
where an additional shrub or two would be 
ornamental, something coming into blossom ; 
so that I can always delight to go round and 
see how things are going on," In the spring 
and summer there is some change visible every 
(lay, something to fulfil and something to ex- 
cite expectation. And even in winter time 
flower-culture has its delights, lor those who 
possess a greenhouse or conservatory, no mat- 
ter how small, have an indoor garden, wherein 
the same changes may be watched and en- 
joyed. And if one has no greenhouse some- 
thing may still be done to preserve ones favor- 
ite plants during the severe weather. In fact, 
there are few states of life in which floricul- 
ture is not an available source of enjoyment. 
Modern Tastes 

Tiie florid, strictly geometrical, and stereo- 
typed fashion of planting flower-beds with 
wonderful mosaic patterns, and borders wjth 
line after line of gaudy, tender exotics, gradu- 
ated with almost mathematical exactness from 
back to front, has happily given way to a more 
sensible, beautiful, and appropriate style of 
garden decoration. Owners of gardens _have 
realized that there is a hundredfold more pleas- 
ure and attractiveness to be obtained by the 
judicious selection and tasteful disposition of 
hardy plants of a permanent character than 
there is in the system of filling the borders 
with tender subjects whose beauty is of a tem- 
porary and doubtful nature. 

The ideal of flowers for every month is 
coming nearer realization each year, and the 
disposition of heights and colors in such a 
scheme is correct, according as it does not err 
on the side of formality. Applied to the flower 
garden as a whole, it supplies not only a gar- 
den beautiful, but a garden econorriical, as the 
most gorgeous and pleasing effects from 
spring to late autumn are obtained v/ithout the 
use of glass and with very little trouble. In 
the days gone by there was often an ephem- 
eral and painfully blinding blaze as of a fiery 
torch, and then the succeeding blackness and 
gloom, lasting until nine or ten months had 
rolled by. Plerbaceous borders, on the other 
hand, composed chiefly of hardy perennials, 
arranged according to their season of bloom, 
become a perennial pleasure, and have done 
more to increase the enjoyment of gardening 
and decrease the cost than any otlier horti- 
cultural development of recent years. 

.^.s ]\Icssrs. Kclway, the eminent plant e.x- 
pert.s, of Langport, correctly state in their in- 
telligent publication, "Garden of Delight," "A 
combination of the lieautiful and practical has 
driven away the age of the Brussels carpet 
from our gardens, as woolwork and stuffed 
birds have been ousted from our drawing- 
rooms." There is no bare ground in a garden 
arranged on this plan; every portion of earth 
is made to j-ield its quota of beauty, from the 
birth of spring until the ground is frost-bound; 
and even then there are floral gems gleaming 
here and there amongst the snow. So that the 
enjoyment of a garden is extended as well as 
increased, and this is the basis of the garden 
as it should be today. ' 
Lovely Paeonies 

Schemes nf color are eminently successful 
only when c'lnqio.^ed i)y someone who posses- 
ses practical Icnowledge (.)f |)laitts, as ^vell as 
artistic talent; a mininuini of liie latter suf- 
fices, but experience with the flowers tn he 
used is essential. The taste for hardy peren- 
nial flowers has increased in a very marked 
degree of late. The pacony, for example, asks 
for nothing in the way of climate; only put it 
in good earth and its buds will unfold in the 
teeth of a driving north-east gale ; the rigors 
of our spring are nothing to it. Kvcn when 
other hardy flowers \vere torn to i)ieccs I ha\^e 
seen paeonies lilooming magnificently in a 
dozen gardens that T know during the late al- 
leged summer. May visitors going to the 
Slimmer flower shows see the latest creations 
evolved — the marvels of burnished gold sta- 
mens and silken petals in countless variations 
of cream and rose hues. It is a simple matter 
to get them, as the fleshy roots travel perfect- 
ly and may be planted now. The tree ijaeony, 
too, as distinct from the abovc-mcntic)ncd sec- 
tion, is one of the most admirable of plants for 
gentle forcing in pots under glass. Plants 
covered with lovely blooms in Pcbruary and 
March are most decorative. They like plenty 
of air when inside. There is not a handsomer 
or more suitable plant for conservatorie;^, 
large rooms, porches, halls, etc, than the tree 
pacony in pots. 

Draining, Digging, and Manuring 
This is the season for all such measures as 
draining, trenching, dotiblc-digging, rough- 
ridging, and manuring. The earth, however, 
should not be operated upon while in a wet 



state. It is even worse to wheel ,over wet 
earth. It helps to ruin the texture and hard- 
1 ieIis■•dleit^y^^^^^ In taking time by the 

^foreiocft, 'arid'- being on the watch for oppor- 
tunity, suitable seasons .may gener^ally; : be 
found for all the necessary operations^ih^^ar- 
dening. The secret of success is to take tlie 
first chance that offers, for the sooner the earth 
is turned up to the air the ;hetter, and the 
sweeter the root run it will form next season.- 
If manure cannot be got on itow, dig or trench 
at once, and run the manure o.n when the'jfrpst,; 
comes, digging again afterwards. Never -ict 
the earth remain undug because it is too soft 
, to. bear the carriage of manure, nor puddle it 
into sourness by making it carry loads in a Avet 
state. If time and opportunity oficr, and the 
manure is ready, put it on at once. If not, 
turn up the soil, and put the manure on during 
frost, not spreading it out, but letting it lie in 
heaps. — D. McDonald.,;; • , ,

THE WAY]ro 'pljJ^T FRtriT TREES. 

,We have just received an admirable little 
work on the culture and management of fruit 
trees and strawberries, published by Messrs. 
Bunyard & Co., of Maidstone, price is. Mr. 
Bunyard's experience of fruit-growing ex- 
tends over many years, and his advice may 
always be relied upon. The notes on plant- 
ing fruits may well be reproduced, as the sub- 
ject is opportune. It is mentioned that trees 
received during frost should, without unpack- 
ing, be placed in a warm cellar or frost-proof 
house till the return of suitable weather for 
planting, and thus treated they will take no 
harm; the roots should not be allowed to be- 
come dry through, the wind or sun. If trees 
appear dry or- slirivellcd- on their arrival from 
the nursery, place them in water for twelve 
hours to plump them up before planting. All 
main coarse roots should be sliortencd wdth 
a sharp knife and injured roots cut clean 
away. Prune back the roots that go right 
down and remove the bruised portions — ^cut- 
ting from the underside. The best months 
for planting bushes and trees are the end of 
October, November, I'Y'hruar}-, and tlie first 
half of -March, or in open weather before 
Christmas. Merely digging a hole, cram- 
ming the roots in, shovelling the soil over, 
stamping it down and burying it, is Uie 
wrong way to plant, and can only result in 
failure. The right way is: i. Never to let 
trees lie about with their roots exposed to 
the air. If several have to be planted, lay 
the roots in the ground first, and then plant 
at your leisure, or lay a mat over those to be 
planted within an hour. 2, Open a hole at 
least I ft. broader than the roots spread. 
Throw out the top spil, then , well break u[) 
the bottom to the lull depth of a fork or 
spade, replace some of the finer soil in a 
mound in the centre of the hole,;'and set the 
tree upon it. 3, If the roots arc in any way 
jagged or torn, cut the ends cleanly off. with 
a sMrp knife from the underside, and shorten 
back all roots pointing downwards. 4, Place 
the tree in such a position at such a depth 
that when the planting is finished it will he 
at the same depth as it was in the nursery, as 
will be seen by the soil mark on the stem\ 
The depth should be such that the upper roots 
will be about 3 in. or 4 in. below the surface 
when finished. 5, The roots will generally be 
found to be growing from several parts of the 
stem. Spread the lowest roots out carefully 
on the mound, and scatter a little fine earth 
over them ; then spread out the roots next 
above these, adding more soil ; also those 
higher up, and so on, giving a slight shake 
now and again to let the fine soil run in Ije- 
twccn the roots. 6, W'hen all th.e roots are 
spread out and covered, add a little more .^oil. 
and tread it firmly, not hard, and fill up the 
hole slightly above the surrounding soil, as it 
will sink one or two inches. 7, Give, one 
good watering, unless the soil is very damp. 
8, Put a strong stake to the tree, and be sure 
the two are fastened together in such a wa}^ 
as to m;dxe it impossible for the bark of the 
tree to ch;ife itself against the stake when the 
winds blow. If two ,-iak-es can be used, so 
niueh the better, i). Protect the trees from 
rahhits, cattle, and sheep. !o. ;\s soon as the 
land is dr^' enough in spring, hoe the surface 
round the tree to prevent evaporation. Con' 
stant hoeing is one great secret of success in 
fruit-growing. No drought will hurt -trees 
roiuul which the soil is hoed every ten days. 
In America, fruit-growers hoe once a week. — 
Country Life. 



DON'T DOUBLE-CROP THE 
ORCHARD. 

Tt is ponv pcdiry to try to t;ike two totally 
different cro])s off the same land at the same 
time. Sod culture is all right in some sec- 
tions, but taking off a clover crop would be 
dangerous unless there is ample rainfall in 
the growing season, and a heavv -application 
of fertilizer is made to replace the plant food 
removed. Apple trees are jiarticiilarly heavy 
feeders on potash, which a second crop of 
clover, ploughed iiiider, wonlrl not 'furnish. 
Clover would draw hea\-ily on '.he moisture 
supi'd}' of the soil at a time when it is iiceclerl 
hy the trees. What is generally considered 
the best practice is clean - iltivation in 
spring and summer, with a cover cro]) planted 
in'thc fall, to be titrned under in spring. 
n 

BANTAM AS UTILITY BREED 

No dotibt to many of our readers the labove 
heading will seem strange, most of thenj re- 
niarldng, 'A\'hocver heard of the Bantam as n 
utility fowl?" Certainly up to now^ we have 
not lonk-ed upon tliem in this light, hut this is 
no proof that we should not do so, especially 



when we consider how many people would 
like to keep fowls if only they could find suf- 
ficient room; lE'urther, how many.^^^^^^ 
say, five or six fovvls in a riln hardly roomy 
enough for two, the result being complete dis-^. 
appointment, retiring from the poultry fancy 
thoroughly disgu.sted, fully confident they can 
buy what eggs the}' require much cheaper than 
by keeping a few fowls for their own egg sup- 
ply. A case fully illustrating this point came 
to my notice a few^ months ago. A gentleman 
il /know;, contracted the hen fever, bought six 
hens arid a cock, kept them in a rttn wherein 
they could hardly turn round, and in a very 
short tinie informed me that what eggs he'did 
get, wdiich are very few, cast him, at: the rate- 
of 25 cents each; and this I am afraid i$ hot-an 
isolated case. 

To people with only a very few yards of 
ground at their disposal, who are desirous of 
keeping a few fowls for their own use, I have 
no hesitation in advising them to go in for 
Bantams; , and if only the right breeds are 
chosen the result wllL be' satisfactory finan- 
cially, and a source of enjoyment to the owner 
as well. We must not close our. eyes to the 
fact that a great secret of success in all 
branches of farming lies in suitable Stock and 
sufficient land. 

.'Vpply the same to keeping large poultry on 
a few feet of vacant ground ; they look nothing, 
and prove very unprofitable. Keep th6 same 
number of Bantams in the same space; they 
flourish, are quite contented, and very profit- 
able. Unfortunately, Bantams by the ma- 
jority of persons arc looked upon as rather 
c.xipensive hobbies, purely froiti a fancy stand- 
point, and outside the show pen as utterly use- 
less, as egg producers complete failures, and 
for table purposes little better. 

I mj'sclf have heard it said over and over 
again they are not worth the trouble of killing 
and cleaning, but this is a very mistaken idea, 
and simply strengthens my contention, and 
goes to prove how little they are understood. 
Where for its size can we find a fowl firmer, or 
one whose flesh is more delicate and juicy than 
the Bantam? If they are small, the bones of 
the bird and the necessary waste are small in 
from Rock and Wyandotte Bantams, which, 
when ready, take the scales at pounds. 
\Vc must not forget the cost of keep is also 
correspondingly small. A pen of five birds 
can almost be kept on. house scraps alone, cer- 
tainly witli a very small portion of corn thrown 
in. 1 know more than one ardent town fancier 
at the present time keeping Bantams in' a 
small back yard with splendid results, having 
an egg average that woidd make many a small 
country fancier blush. Rock, Wyandotte, and 
Pekin Bantams are very profitable as utility 
fowls, contented, and capita! layers in . con- 
fined runs, the two former hreedspf gpodrSized 
eggs; in fact, strange as it. may speniV I.know 
hens of these breeds, remarkable layers, whose 
s compare very favorably with many a pul-

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BEST ALL-ROUND ^REED OF FOWLs! 

Fowls of this class, are generally speaking, 
the most profitable for farmers, unless they 
])articularly wish to specialize in either egg 
production or table chickens, as they combine 
the two essential characteristics, without ex- 
excelling in either; they are better layers than 
the table breeds, but less suitable for eating, 
while they possess better flesh qualities than 
the non-sitters, but produce fgwei- eggs. Hens 
of this class are our best winter layers, produc- 
ing, when hatched at the right time of year, a 
large proportion of their eggs during the win- 
ter months. There arc five good general pur- 
pose breeds, one of which, however is not so 
popular as it was a few years ago, owing to 
the fact that it has been surpassed by .some 
of the newer varieties ; I refer 'to the Lang- 
slian. One of the remaining four, the Faver- 
olfes, is a comparatively new comer,' and al- 
though the hrccd undoubtedly possesses 
some sterling qualities, it cannot equal in 
utility characteristics cither the Orpington, 
Plymouth Rock, or ^^''yandotte. Of the Or- 
pington, there are several varieties, but the 
fluff is the only one with which we need deal, 
as it is generally understood by everyone who 
has kept both varieties, tliat the • Buff is far 
superior to the black ; of the Wyandotte there 
are seven varieties, but again we need only 
consider the White, silver, and Buff, as al- 
though the remaining ones possess some ex- 
cellent characteristics, they fall a long way 
short of these three. The Barred and Buff are 
the two Ivest varieties of the Plymouth Rock, 
the remaining ones being more particularly 
useful for exhibition purposes. The three 
breeds arc almost identical in economic (|uali- 
ties, the Buff Orpington possessing just one 
advantage, namely the color of its flesh, whicli 
is white, whereas that of the Wyandotte and 
Plymouth Rock is yellow. Apart from this 
there is nothing to choose between the three 
\arietics. They are excellent layers, especially 
in the winter; they are hardy and easy to rear 
.successfully; for heavy fowds they develop 
rapidly; both the adults and chickens stand 
conlnicment well, the hens make reliable sit- 
ters and earful mothers; and the quality, fla- 
vor, and texture of the flesh leave little to be 
desired.— E.T.B,, in Far,m Poultry.

THE RUBiBISHlPROBLEM SOLVED. 

Every rubbish barrel should be hidden from 
sight and yet be easily accessible. The fol- 
lowing plan avoids the cost and delay of ever- 
greens, and requires a minimum of space, it 
needs only one vinciand this can .be lifted aside 
just like a gate whene'vjrMt is necessary to re- 
move and empty the burrcL 

Set two posts firmly in the ground, one on 
each side of the barrel and close to the fence. 
Let their tops be slightly higher than the top 
of the barrel. Make the soil at the base of one 
of these posts deep and rich. 'With the barrel 
in place between two posts, fasten some com- 
mon galvanized poultry netting, whose width 
is equal to the height of the barrel', to, one 
post; When securely faitened bend the nettiug 
arotind the front "of the l^arrel- until the sec- 
ond post is reached, and'cut oft the" surplus 
netting at this point. ., '',■, ;',.>. 

In the second ppst's'tnew,^^^^ 
hooks, and over -'thfeise loop Hie^ 
netting. 

At the base of the first post set a good 
plant of honeysluckle. Within a season the 
barrel can be completely screened by .training 
the strongest shopts. horizontally on th'e>net- 
ing. The screening" can be readily removed at 
any time, by simply unloopiiig the netting 
from the hooks and pulling it back toward you. 
It is just as easily replaced wdien desired. 

Put three bricks at regular intervals on the 
ground, and rest the barrel on these in order 
to save its bottom, and bore a hole about two 
inches from the bottom to dceep the barrel 
free from water, and from injury hy freezing^ 
in vvinter. In sufnnierjcork the. hole and allow 
sufficient water to collect to prevent the b"ai:fel 
from drying out and going to piece's, -^^ 'i "

Keep an eye on the cellar.-.- —Vegetables 
and fruit ought not to be stored there, iftliere 
is any other place for them; but'if -there 'are 
such things in the cellar, be sure that 'they 
are not decaying. It is better to spend' a little 
more time in sorting fruit and vegelables 
than a week or two under the doctor s care. 

Every cellar ought to be ventilated. A 
simple method is to remove a pane of glass 
from one window, and replace it with a 
square L-shaped tunnel niade of light boards 
extending about a foot from the -window, and 
then for two feet pointing up. 'By this simple 
ventilating .-levice, the foul air . is*, remoyeii. 
from the cellar,^ and > very little cold, air gains- 
entrance, being kept out by the upward cur- 
rent 01 air. 

This is the time of the year to make plans 
lor the coming season's work in the garden 
and about the grounds. There are a multi- 
tude of valuable hints and suggestions to be 
found in the \arious magazines and papers 
wdiich publish articles on such topics. It is 
not a -bad plan to have several scrap books 
for clippings, one to be devoted to ther-flower? 
garden, another to the vegetable garden, one 
to poultry, and so on. 

All shrubs and trees should be inspected 
for the purpose of locating injurious insect 
pests. , 

Plants kept in the living room require 
plenty of water, but it is far better to water 
thoroughly at intervals than to make a light 
application of water evcrj^ day. Wait until 
the plant is dry, luul then water it abundant- 
ly. Cold water slnnild never be used for wa- 
terin.g house ])l;ints. and in the case of calla 
lilies, the water should feel warm to the hand. 

The mission of horticulture is to clothe 
the earth with loveliness, to co-operate with 
nature in her most beautiful function, to in- 
stil into the affections' of the people an'' "ap- 
preciation of the art and a zeal for its pro-^ 
ducts. And to serve and gratif}^ this desire 
is the mi,-:sion of the horlicultuiist.

Take the huiVtii^ fieldip^ag^^^ How the 
old-fashioned riders tojiputicis of forty or fifty 
years back would have'.'sf&fed at the n-iodern 
fashions of second horsemen, motor-cars to the 
meet, and such-like "fads and fancies," as they 
woukl most certainly style them if the}' were 
alive today. 

Sturd}' fellows they were, a bit coarse, but 
they didn't have a groom following th.em., all 
over the country with spare mounts. If a 
horse couldn't stay out a day's hunting, the}' 
sold him or shot him. Those were the days 
when a M.P'.M. could hunt his pack four days 
a week foi- £400 a }'ear. It-costs him £4,000 
now, and it is doubtful whether he gets so 
much sport, or so good. 

Dining Up-to-Date. 

Probably, however, it is in cormcction v.-ith 
our eating and driidving that the difference 
between the service of 3'estcrday and today is 
!-nost marked. Contrast the modern maitre 
de bouchc and his scores of dozens of appe- 
tizing and dainty confections, with the old- 
fashioned cook, often a woman, whose soul 
seldom soared beyond plain roast and boiled, 
with perhaps an occasional — a very occasional 
— supreme or noisette, produced whh a ^-ast 
flourish of trumpets for soi-ne extra special 
occasion. 

The difference is as marked, the gulf is as 
innncnse, between the two as it is4)etween the 
u^-to-date wine-steward of today, with hi.s 
intimate knovylcdge of brands, vintage^, and 
prices, and the old-fashioned butler of bui' fof c- 
fathers, who knew the taste of a gq6d'^la:ss" 
of port, sherry, or claret, and little else be- 
sides. 

Palatial Kitchens. 

What, too, would those self-sanie forefath- 
ers of ours have thought of the present-day 
fashion of having, not one kitchen, but half-a- 
dozen, each with its separate staff? 

How they would stare, could they but 
visit some of the stately palaces that mpderii 
wealth has been able to fear- in' our midst, to 
find there a hot kitchen and a cold kitchen, a 
soup kitchen, a fish kitchen, and a vegetable 
kitchen, to say nothing of s.eparatc accessory 
departments wherein the coffee is roasted 
and made, fruit and flowers dealt with, salads 
mixed, pastry prepared, ai-id so on ! 

The result of all this multiplication and 
subdivision of the labor incidental to gastro- 
nomy is, of course, to greatly increase ;thc 
staff of domestics in this direction, and inci; 
dentally in all bthers. 

Twenty, or thirty years ago, from twetity 
to thirty servants wei^ thought ample for.eyeh 
quite large sized mansions. Today, staffs num- 
bering considerably over one hundred indivi- 
duals arc connnon.

What 
Christmas is to such as these depends very 
greatly on themselves. Christmas, or rather,-

and downs. Once,' if we believe old tales, it 
was ail shoAV and mummers and waits and 
carol singers. At yet another time the Purit- 
ans tried to smother all its merriment and in- 
nocent feasting — would have suppressed the 
very pudding if they could. Fancy a Christ- 
mas without its appropriate dish. 

The craze for abolishing unnecessary 
things is all very well, but it may be carried

For English people are shy of all compli- 
ments.

minrie.'in the same way one likes to think that 
the greetings and compliments we exchange 
at' Christma.s time shall have their influence 
on us, and cncouiage us to express a few "po- 
litesses'' at least once a vcar.

FAMOUS CHRISTMASES IN THE LIFE 
OF HIS MAJESTY. 

"Christmas Day at Sandringham was 
sjient in a quiet manner. Their Majesties at- 
tended morning .service, and remained to 
Communion, driving afterwards lo York Cot- 
tage, to visit the Prince and Princess of 
Wales. In the afternoon the Christmas tree 
\u the l);ill-room ^vas on view., the presents 
from which were afterwards distributed." 

vSuch was the record of the King's Christ - 
mri^, in the ye.'ir of his coronation, and such 
may he said to he the record of the avera,ge 
C"liristm;is s[)ent l)\- His -Majesty, whtise Ytile- 
lide festivities as a rule deviate not one iota 
from those obtaining in thousands of country 
houses within his realms. 

Although he has visited Canada, the Unitr 
ed States, and Far East, and every court in 
PUirope, the Christmases that His Majesty 
has spent away from England have been com- 
paratively few and far between. Sandring- 
ham, Osborne, and Windsor have been the 
scene of the Kin,g's Christmases in the great 
majoril}- of years. And it was at the last- 
meiUioned castle that, when less lli;in se\'en 
weeks old. His .^lajesty and his cider sister, 
to quote from a letter written by the Prince 
Consort to the Duke of Sa.\e-Coburg and 
Gotha, were "they know not why, full of 
happy wonder at the German Christmas tree, 
and its radiant Candles." 

Details respecting the King's initial 
Christinas are few in number, for, unlike the 
previous year, when Queen Victoria and 
Prince Albert did not drive down to Windsor 
tintil the 23rd — it took their carriage and 
four, escorted by a company of r_,ancers, two 
hours find ten minutes to co\-cr the distance — 
they left liuckinghan-i l-'alace on the 7th of the , 
month, three days after the Gazette had noti- 
fied that the Royal Mother -had 'granted let- 




ters to be passed under the great seal, creat- 
ing ''•'"His: -Koyal Highness the Prince of the 
United Ki'ngdm of Great Britain and Ireland, 
Duke of Saxony, Duke of Cornwall and Roth- 
say, Earl of Carrick, Baron of Renfrew, Lord 
of the Isles, and Great Steward of Scotland, 
Prince of Wales and Earl of Chester." 

A somewhat heavy burden of honor for an 
infant of less than one. month to bear. •,. . 

With regard to the eapUerjiGhrjstmas .days 
spent, by the King, the" most" that can be 
gleaned from contemporary journals points to 
the fact that they were very much like those 
spent by the ordinary boy of his years. The 
Christmas of 1861 will undoubtedly be recall- 
ed as the saddest Yulctide in the King's life. 
\vAv\y in the December of that year, wheui 
the nation was pulsating with the excitement 
engendered by the "Trent" affair, the,,Kjng 
was hastily recalled from Cambridge, .where 
he was in residence, to Windsor, pwjhjg to 
the attack of gastric fever" from which his 
father was suffering taking a turn for the 
worse. On the 14th of the month his royal 
parent breathed his last, and on the 23rd was 
bm-ied at Windsor, his eldest son acting as 
chief mourner. The Queen remained at Os- 
borne, ami the day after the funeral was join- 
ed there; by the King, ^yho on that ^ad Christ- 
mas day, ^yas inconspjable,; ' 
, The 'royiar'Cliristma^ qf 1863, was chiefly 
noteworthy for the' fact. .that it ^was ! the first 
Yidetidc spent in England ijy Queen .Al'exan- 
dra, whose marriage to the King: had taken 
|)lace the previous March. To -the Queen this 
Christmas must be recalled as a period of 
great anxiety for her father. King Christian 
had only just a.sccnded the throne of Den- 
mark, and was already involved in the diffi- 
culties _ with Germany that ended with the 
war with Prussia, 

It was a very quiet Christmas, that of 1863 
and typical of many passed by Queen Vic- 
loria in her early widowhood. Iti the morn- 
ing the royal party attended Whippingham 
Church, and at 4:30 in the afternoon they all 
asscmbk-d in the servants' hall, where the 
gifts for the workmen and laborers on the. 
Osborne estate were removed from Christ- 
mas tree, and personally distributed by the 
Qi.ecn and her children. On the occasion of 
the distribution of the King's Christmas gifts 
to his tenants on the Norfolk estate in 1S68, it 
was remarked, "Th^re is little chance of their 
Royal Highnesses making a stay at Sajldring- 
ham for soine time to come, as there is no 
possibility of the new mansion being .com- 
pleted for another year." 

.\s a ii latter of fact, the Christmas in ques- 
tion is one of the comparatively few that the 
King has spent abroad, the festive season on 
this occasion being passed by His Majesty 
among his wife's relations in Denmark. How 
the Christmas following the tenth annivers- 
ary of the death of the Prince Consort was 
passed can be gathered from the following^ 
bulletin that was issued from Sandringham 
on Christmas Day: "His Royal Highness the 
Prince of W'ales has passed a (| net day. The 
j)rogress of the recovery continues to he satis- 
factory. — Willi,-ini Gull, M. D. ; fohn Lowe 
M. D." 

It was on the 19th November that the 
Prince was attacked with typhoid fever, the 
garms of which, it is popularly su[)po.secl, 
were acquirjed at Scarborough, during a visit 
to Lord Londesborough, although some his- 
torians ascribe the attack to a visit he paid 
incognito to the battlefields of Sedan and 
Metz shortly before, and to the fact that'hc^ 
slept one night at the latter town, which was 
then in a very unhealthy state owing to its 
])ro.\imity to the battlefield. Be this as it 
may by the first week in December all the na- 
tion was consunicfl with anxiety as to the re- 
sult of the illness; but on the anniversary of 
the death of his father, a day to which thi:

the gifts; but he was thankful to Almighty. 
God to be able to send that nicssag;e to them." 

Of all the Christmases that the King has 
spent av.-ay from England, that of 1S75, the 
3'ear in which he first landed on India'si. 
shoresj'.was'undoubtcdiy the most remarkable. 



Leaving Dover on the nth of October, Bom- 
bay was reached by His' Majesty' on the 8th 
of the following month, and 1'alc-tta on the 
23rd of Decetnbcr. On Christmas Eve the 
King held a reception at Government Ilbuse, 
a residence that cost a hundred and fifty- 
thousand pounds to' build, that was iittended, 
amtjng others by the Maliarajah of Puttiala, 
who literally- blazed with £300,000 ^yorth of 
jewels^ and Holker "of Indore, who was cred- 
ited -with a fortiine of £5,000,000 sterling, 
and a strong desire to present'his future' Eni- 
peror with a Christmas bo.x' of £50,000.. 

After the reception a most bewildc'rin|g-' 
levee ajjpears to have been held, at \vhich a 
great majority of those presented had their 
names called out inaccurately. The evening- 
was spent at the lovcl}' villa of a native gent- 
leman, living some miles out of Cal(4i..to> >vj}0 
provided a brilliant display of fireworks ^^a^ 
illuminations for the delectation of 'Ii is guest,

plants. Holly and ivy wt^.eaths debbra.ted',tl^e 
vessel, and across the forecastle appeiared tii'c' 
legend, "We wish you a prosperous journev 
and a safe return to us." Lunch was served 
on the main deck, and to the King fell the 
pleasant task of proposing the health of Cap- 
tain Glyn and the officers of the ship that had 
brought- him in safety to the Indiai-. Empire, 
to which he has since succeeded. In the af- 
ternoon the royal , party drove to the ViceV 
regal Lodge at Barrackpur, Adhere, in' titc 
evening a quiet reception was held.. 

Many Christmases have ' followed since 
that date, some joyous and others teinpered 
with .sadness; but without doubt the Christ^' 
mas of 1875 will remain in the royal memory 
as the most gorgeous of all he has enjoyed.

' To sail into Nahaimo's harbor at the sunset 
hour is to pass tiirough a scene of almost un- 
paralleled beauty. Fortressed by islntirled bul- 
warks, rising proudi}' on the licig-hls beyond, 
witli the gaily colored sails of Japanese fishing- 
boats flashing on the sea-green waters l)clo\v, 
and snow-crowned heights in the distance, so 
stands Nanaimo, framed in a loveliness ail its 
own. It is ^ city with a splendid future, and 
a most promising present; with a position 
which makes it a great natural distributing 
centre; with resourcees so abundant and var- 
ied that capital will of necessity compel their 
development: with advantages whieli even in 
the bare recitaF makes a long and imposing list. 

We. came into port after a comparatively 
smooth vo3'agc along the east coast of tlic isl- 
and, with a panorama of ever-changing beauty 
all along the route. Peak after peak rose and 
fell to the right and left of us, their whitened 
crests matching in spotless hues the foam that 
churned in our wake. The gulls winnowed 
the air with a myriad of wings, and long-neck- 
ed cormorants rose awkwardly from the sea 
uralers and scrambled clumsily out of our 
track. Twines of rhythmic and ribbony flight 
marked the passing of numerous flocks of 
ducks, and higher than all, the eagle ringed his 
lofty circles through upper ether. 

The entrance to Nanaimo's port through 
the Narrows, brought ua close in to the nature 
fortresses which could securely guard the city 
in time of w-ar, and which in timeg of peace 
lend an additional charm to the city's "environ- 
ments. Long before we reached the dock, the 
smoke from tall smoke-stacks, and the movc- 
p.enl alongshore denoted that we were coming 
into a community of many and flourishing ac- 
tivities. ° 

For Nanaimo is no longer "the coal city" 
alone. It has passed this mile-stone, even 
niaintaining jts supremacy in that particular 
direction. The present'monthly pa)--rolI of The 
Western Fuel Company alone ranges from 
.'>iro,ooo to 8125,000. and still the coal-mining 
operations are likely to be pressed hard in the 
ticxt few years by tiie herring fisheries. Foi tv 
inillion pounds of these fish were caught last 
reason, and nev.^ companies are being formed 
ftnd going into the business from time to time. 
It is a lasting jjity that the Japanese fishermen 
have so largely mcnopolized this industry, as 
it promises in the future to be of enormous 
value. 

Nanaimo is an obviously advantageous site 
for manufacturing. The e.xtension of the Hs- 
(luimalt and Xanaimo railway to the Alherni 
District, which will undoubtedly be finished 
not jater than tb.e spring or fall' of 191 1. and 
possibly sooner, will bring the city into direct 
touch with an Oriental outlet for manufactured 
goods, while the extension of the same railway 
system to the north end of the Island— which 
juust come soon — will make .X'anaimo. with its 
pTcscnt growth and advantages, a mosr impor- 
tant and powerful link in the island railway 
reckoning. It is the centre of a district ricli 
in coal, copper, iron and other minerals. Here 
are the essentials of manufacture. With her 
Oriental outlet via Port Alberni and Albonii 
has an immense angle of advantage. W ith 
her nearness to Vancouver, 38 miles across 
on the mainland, she has connection with the 
whole of Canada, and with her direct connec- 
tions with Victoria she can reach the Panama 
Canal and European markets. 

Already the list of her larger iiulustries 
total impressively. Among them are the West- 
ern Fuel Co.. the Pacific Coast Coal Mines, the 
Hamilton Powder Co., the Vancouver-Nanai- 
mo Coal Co., the Ladysmith Lumber Co., the 
Red Fir Lumber Co., the Union Brewing Co., 
and various canning companies and other les- 
ser institutions. To walk through the streets 
of Nanaimo, and figure what her future posi- 
tion as an island metropolis will be. is some- 
thing fa'scinating in the way of possibilities. 
Her people boldly assert that she is destined 
to be the largest city on \"ancouver isiiind. 
They have adopted as their motto, "Xanaimo: 
that's the place," and to an unprejudiced oh- 
server'the city only needs a spark to light it 
into an era of unprecedented prosperit)'. 

Without any particular effort, Nanaimo 
has grown until it is the second city on the 
island. Its staunchest partisans say it must 
be the first. That is the spirit which" wins. .As 
;i matter of fact, there are some features about 
the city which are ahead of its present general 
surroundings. One of tiiese features "are its 
stores. Some of these would be a credit to a 
city of 50,000 people, both in their line of mer- 
chandise, ta§te in displa}', and up-to-date man- 
agement ,» , The Nanaimo courthouse is one 
of the hatidsomest buildings on the island. The 
hotels are particularly excellent. The city has 
its own water system, and is this year spend- 
ing close to one hundred thousand dollars in 
improving this system. Electric light, gas. 
and telephone companies combine to lend these 
modern needs to the commtmity, and an clec- 
uic tramway, for which ample water power 



"is assured, is now one of the necessities for 
which the citizens «are agitating. .•; 

Another rnovement' in the same direction 
towards which Victoria is trending, is tho 
building of a new opera house. This will be 
a splendid addition to the city, and the work 
of bringing this movement to a successful head 
is being carried on w-ilh true X^anaimo vigor. 

The Citizen's league of Nanaimo, in the 
person of its officers, met us at the Windsor 
Hotel, and together with a number of meml)ers 
of the League, gave us a hearty greeting. The 
meeting which we had come ..to attend was 
scheduled for eight. o'clock, and during the in- 
terval we had dinner, and Mr. Chapman had 
an opportunity of meeting a number of Nanai- 
mo's prominent citizens, and seeing son,ic little 
of the down-town portion of the city.

As I walked through the bright^ and brac- 
ing atmosphere, with the sun striking across 
the white mountain tops at the back of the city, 
I w^iS temihded that I had ■never seen it rain 
at N'aiiaimo during my different visits to the 
city. "'Ais a matter of record, the annual rainfall 
is:'46'-inches, approximating about half that of 
Vancouver's rainfall, ajid there is but little 
snow in the wiiiter months. 

One of the most significant things about 
Nanaimo's geographical position is that It is 
both inland and seaboard.

The fact is, there are no h mors of play- 
producing. I speak from the author's point 
of view, and I say that there arc 10 humors of 
■.play-producing. The one amusing thing 
about producing a play may occur orivthe 'fir,st;^ 
iiight,; when, on your being ca^ed Befoire ■the' 
>!; (burtain .-.fpr the audience to look at you,- ap- 
'.?plaifd;'you, and boo you, the said curtain, ow- 
' ing to j; aur lack of spryness of movement pos- 
sessed by practised performers, comes down 
with a prodigious 'bump on your head. That, 
if you are not by chance killed or maimed for 
life, is really a great joke; and everybody ap- 
preciates it. 

, , ■ Othcr\yisc„ the events that accompany the 
'^^r^iir^^^Uftiqn. o^^ a play are matters fpt": is6rrow 
;|^tMier^;?tfian\,; laughter, ■ unless yoii''iijtve^hc 
pHcuiiar'sense pjf humor which caused the man 
fr'ofn Wigan to double up in smiles when he 
saw ail -old lady fall out of a fourth storey 
window. 

I A Miracle. 

In another meaning of the word "funny," 

it may be said to be an extraordinary, an 
aniazingly funny thing that a play ever gets 
]M-oduced at all. Rccanse its ])roduction de- 
pends upon the goodwill and the honest en- 
deavor of so many different persons. Each 
time a play is produced, a miracle, rather than 
a play has been performed. To begin with, 
it is the honest conviction of the orincipal 
people concerned — namely, the manager, the 
financial backers of the manager — the public 
never sees these haughty individuals, but 
their importance exceeds the i:.iportance of 
all the rest — the stage manager, the "produc- 
er," the stage doorlceepc, and conceivably the 
author, tlnit the play is just the play of all 
plays that cannot be satisfactorily cast. The 
council of casters, it is not called that, it in- 
deed has no name, will meet and argue for 
hours without food or drink, and will 
discuss the suitability, of seven thousand 
and seven different actors and actresses, all 
favorites of the crowd, and all geniuses in cer- 
tain lines, and at the end oi the seance there 
will remain chiefly haif a doz^'n sore throats 
and half a dozen parts absolutely uncast. 
This exciting process inay continue for sev- 
eral, days; and then suddenly the manager or 
the,'leading l.ady,; on .the stage doPrkeeper. will 
announce that-, siuchrand-such .'talentihas been 
definitely selected., forj.suchrandrsuch roles. 
Everybody is staggered, and' nearly ■ every- 
body is sure that the selection will utterly kill 
whatever slender chance of success the play 
ever had. But everybody is so, tired and so 
hoarse that the seiectioh is acceptie;d in' silence, 
ence. ■ • ■ , 

The First Call. 
Then there comes the first call. Now the 
public in its beautiful simplicity imagines 
.that at the fir.st meeting of the actors and the 
f acted, the acted, surr,o'ui)ided:<ljy4>pict^^^^ 
"• and admiring group; of "Itlife a^cfo^^ the 
pla^yj. aloud -with apprpiitiite ge'stu^^ in- 
flettions. ' Not - sd. That' is to say,'' scarcely 
ever. Many of the performers have already 
perused the play, and arrived at their own pc- 
. culiar notions of it ; the entire business is hor- 
ribly late, and tho^e in authority deem that 
time must not he wasted in reading the pla}'. 
Moreover, the author is usually inca|)able of 
reading his piay.in.an intelligent manner. Sp 
that rehearsals start with no absurd prelim- 
inaries. 

The author then has the spectacle of a de- 
voted band of men and women wandering up 
arid down the stage with little .oblong books 
ill their ,hand.s, glancing at the bool , flinging 
a few words at o.ne- another, glancing at the 
bdolcs again, flinging-a. few more words, stop- 
ping,' starting, drawing back, glancing at the 
producer for help, gazing at the author with 
a mute inquiry as to why he had taken the 
trouble to be born, and punctuating their feats 
of interpretation with apologies, exclamations, 
private asides, and gestures to heaven which 
defy description. It may be taken for grant- 
ed that several performers are not present; 
either they can't come, or they haven't been 
told to come, or they have a chill on the liver, 
or there is a fog in the Bakerloo Tube. Their 
parts are read' l)y the author or producer, or 
by anyone who happens lo be handy. The 
producer is the god who is riding the storm. 
He knows — in his own mind— where each 
character is to stand at any given ]ioint in thei 
act, where each character is to rise or fall or 
sit down, with which h.-m-i '--i.-h character i.s 
to take hold of the door knob as he exits, and 
precisely where each cross-over is to occur, 
and, in each cross-over which performer is to 
have the privilege of blanketing the other. 
( The Producer's Mind. 

lie knows all this, 1 say, in his own mind. 
The mischief is that his own mind is con- 
stantly changing, so that after about an hour, 
during which a quarter of the first act has 
been accomplished, the whole multitude has 
reached such a state as fills asylums for the 
mentally infirm. 

Glance, now, over the producer's shoulder, 
and you will see that his copy of the play is 
scored thiclcly ex'cry where witli se\'cral layers 
of heiro.glypbics. These lieirnghiiliics wliieli 
are Sanscrit to all but him. contain the seciel 
of the play — the positions and ino\-enicrits of 
every person in it. .And mark well my words 
— before the play reaches the first night the 
book is sure to be lost, and thousands of 
pounds offered as a reward for it. At this 
point in the play's career it resembles golf, 
"position of everything." Probably the au- 
thor had never thought of position. Prob-^ 
ably the author regards his wondrous 
speeches as more important than the i)iecise 
geographical position of the man who sjjeaks 
them. But he is Vv-rong. lie is always wrong, 
lie is i)articularly wrong, he sees, in suppos- 
ing that his iday i,s a fine play. The truth is 
forced upon him, in the midst of Ihis welter 



of baffled humanity, that his play is not iii 
the least what he hoped it was. He looks 
about him and observes that everybody is like 
himself, gloomy, jumpy, and disillusioned. 
The only calm and cool persons arc a couple 
of stage hands who arc carrying on*aploud, 
distinct conversation in a corner, .dqppitei the 
; commands of "Silence" printed.:/''in letters 
eighteen inches high all around th^m, and' the 
charwomen, who, .with much wringing of 
cloths and clanking of pail handles, are wash- 
ing the floor in"the front^of the house." . 
A . Legion bf -"Rehearsals. ' - 

The next morning you will probably re- 
ceive a card to the effect that the next re- 
hearsal cannot be held on the original stage, 
and that its venue is accordingly changed. It 
may be held on another stage, or it may be 
held in a studio, or it may even occur in a re- 
freshment saloon or in a foyer. One would 
suppose there were enough .-stages, in Lojidpn- 
to cope with rehearsals.' 'But" theris' are-nbt.. 
The number of rehearsals, especially of pro- 
vincial companies, that take plac^ every day 
of the week in London is simply astounding. 
Before yoii -reach the first night you may have 
rehearsed is on every decent stage in the 
West End, except the stage on which it is, 
ultimately to be performed for the diversion' 
of the public. And on every stage new and 
complicated difficulties occur. There are a 
hundred reasons why a play may not be ,re-. 
hearsed on the stage for which it is destined. 
Some are comprehensible, some are . not. 
Anyhow, the dilemma created 'when a part of 
the companies assembles at one theatre, and 
another part at another theatre, is riot among 
the humors of play producing. 

There utlimately comes a time when the 
performers have surely more or less learnt by 
heart their positions on the stage at every 
l)oint of the play. You had ceased to hope 
that that lime would ever come. But it 
does come. And geography is no longer the 
most important element of the play. _ The 
question that then burns 'up your mind is: 
"Will they ever know their words.". There 
they are, still marching about with the little 
books in their hands, and gla-cing at the 
book, instead of into the lady's eyes, at the 
moment of declaring their love or hate. Up' 
to now there has been no acting, nought but 
a mere saying of the lines. And immediately 
a little acting does begin, the essential and ap- 
palling wrongness of the casting makes itself 
apparent. Everybody sees with precision 
then how the play ought to have been cast. 
And none sees this with more awful clearness 
than the actors^ themselves, > , : 

A Frequent Dialogue.- • 

A frequent dialogue between the author 
and' an actor is as follows: ' , • • 

Actor : "I siippose you know who otight to 
have had So-ond-so's part?" 

Author: "Who?" 

Actor. "i\Ie, of course. There's simply no- 
thing in my part, whereas I could have made- 
a tremendous lot of etc., etc." 

Author, absently: "Ah, yes." 

Actor: "I told the chief. He quite agrees." 

Author: "Ah, yes." 

The author who permits himself to reply 
vaguely more than "Ah, yes" js a fool. . Foi'; 
whatever he says is certain to get round to 

every member of the company. 

Even on the last days the performers are 
still reading from their little books. Occa- 
sionally, with great daring, they stuff ' their 
little books into their pockets. But as sure as 
ever they do so they will be compelled to 
snatch them out a.t^ain. The author resigns 
himself to the obvious fact tliat tlie words 
never will be learnt, and that the truly im- 
portant passages of the piece will be spoken 
by the prompter from the wings. 

However, the importance of the words, in 
its turn, drops into insignificance, and the Im- 
portance of the "properties" occupies its place. 
Such crucial points as to whether the bank-: 
rupt shall drink vermouth or whisky in the 
second act employ hours of cerebral -activity; 
or whether a chair shall be a cha'/, an arm- 
chair, or a sofa ; or whether a window shall 
have red curtains or blue. And tlien, finally, 
the properties fall into the background, and 
the supreme problem of problems arises. 
The leading lady leads you with. a conspira- 
torial air into a corner, and murm-rs : 

"I have got a pink frock for the third act. 
Now about my hat ?" 

By a series of prodigies all matters ,^ccm to 
get thenvsclves arranged on the day before the 
dress rehearsal, and on that night the author 
may possibly get a quarter of an hour's sleep. 

.But the dress rehearsal. 

\Miat a fearful undeceiving. However, a 
volume would be necessary to describe all 
that occurs between the dress rehearsal and 
the first nisjht. 



^ BEGINNERS IN BEE RAIDING. 

As r have handled bees for tlirity years, 
but not extensively, would say, if you are in- 
experienced, commence on a small scale, as 

raising l)ees is a dec]) stndv. A man can 
learn as long as he lives, and yet will not 
k'uow it all. i claim a man that never fanned 
or raised bees had better try farming.

A Yule-Tide Reminiscence : !By Richard L. 
. ;Pocock. 

Seeing thatVuC^ but once a 

year, and whfen it comes it brings good'cheer," 
according to the old rhyme, it is a serious thing 
to lose a Christmas out of one's life, but that 
■was precisely what happened to the tenderfoot 
trapper the first winter he was in Canada, and 
Iiis old partner, Hoise Basin Jack. You sec, 
when you are away up in the liills of the Koo- 
tenay, at an altitude of a few thousand feet 
more or less above the level of the lakes, whiqh 
are themselves a few thousand feet above the 
level of the ocean.wherc it starts to snow in 
September, as a general rule, and kecjis it up 
steadily, with rare and short intervals, until 
the end of March or the beginning of April, 
when you have forgotten to ])rovide }(nnself 
with a calendar to hang up on the wail. :uul tlu^ 
only breaks in the monotony of the daily round 
of the traps and the daily shift in the prospect 
tunnel are the capture of a specially fine mar- 
ten or the striking of a pocket of good stuff 
in the v.'orking face, there is some excuse for 
the losing- count of Sundays and holidays. • 

AVc were just two, putting in the winter 
together, working a copper claim, which was 
sure tiling going to niakc our fortunes in the 
Spring, but, in case of any little accident to 
delay the coming of sudden wealth, we were 
also tending a line of traps, hoping to catch 
therein sufficient for a grub-stake for the com- 
ing summer's jirospecting trip. Having start- 
ed rather too late in the season, the job of 
building our log calkin the logs being green, 
the sap froze in them and heljied to keep the 
cabin cool during the winter months. Before 
the roof was finished, the snow began to fall, 
and then it snowed, and it snowed, until, in a 
few weeks, we had to cut steps down to the 
door of the cabin, where at the -time of the 
building we had one step up to the threshold. 

Every morning one of us used to sally forth 
on bear-paw snow-shoes to visit the traps and 
free them of numerous over-inquisitive squir- 
rels, and flying squirrels, and an occasional 
marten, while the other would take the beaten 
trail to "the mine," ami work single-handed 
with hammer and drill following the stringer 
of rich copper ore which jack was certain was 
going to lead us to a mother lode, which would 
make the Silver King a thing of no moment 
by comparison with our Paragon. At midday 
we would meet for hmch, after' which v. c 
would double up in the mine until it was time 
to retire to the cabin for the evening meal and 
a smoke, before turning in to rest and recuper- 
ate fah tomorrow's repetition o fthe pro- 
gramme of toda}'. On Sinidays, as near as we 
could keep count of them, wc would break the 
monotony of the week-days'-work by cutting 
firewood and ,washing shirts. For neighbors 
we had the timber wolves, who used to seren- 
ade us at a more or less respectful distance, 
the porcupines, who were not so respectful, 
and would come right up to the rul)bish heap 
for the grease, and the snowshoc rabbits, which 
used to spend the night gamboling around the 
door; judging by the multitude of the fraoks 
they left in the fresh snow, but were so hard 
to sec in the da3'time, as the\' squatted under 
a bush or a tree, that they did not often help to 
fill the pot, but when they did were esteemed a 
delicious change from the regulation pork and 
beans; a flyings squirrel occasionally would 
find its way down the big open chimney at 
night when the fire was out. and would make 
things lively in the cabin until one of us v.-ould 
brave the shock of leaving the warm blankets 
to light a candle and either chase it out with 
chunks of firewood and rubber boots, or fin- 
ish it in desperation with a shot from Betsy 
Anne, which would leave the atmosphere even 
more sulphurous than the language Which pre- 
ceded it. 

Other da>' time \-isit(;rs \s'cri- the crnsshill-. 
and birds like the English grosbeak, which 
speedily made friends and came down regu- 
larly for their breakfast of crundjs. f)nc fine 
morning towards the spring, when the sun 
was beginning to get back his strength, a fam- 
ily of fool hens foolishly .--el tied on a tree in 
front of the cabin and ga\ c us the ojjportunity 
of an impromptu imitation turkey shoot, turn 
and turn about at two bits a bird, a hit any- 
where but in head or neck to count a iniss. E.\- 
traordinary birds these foolhens — I killed one 
that same winter with a snovvshoe. just in- 
side the tunnel where it had come to scratch 
for gravel. 

Such was oui- ".simple life." I'",\ei-\' six 
weeks, or so, it fell to niy lot, ])eing the \ ouiig- 
er and stronger man, to make the tri|i to tnw n 
for mail, and that was no picnic either. W et 
snow on an unbroken trail is hard going even 
to the experienced man. ton hard it had proved 
for old Jack the first time when wc went to- 
gether, and he on!}- just managed to make the 
cabin long after dark on the return trip, with 
tlie aid fif kicks and nule remark-s from his 
almost equally eNhausted companion, and. al- 
though it was only six miles fr om the clanus 
to the railroad track, and another seven miles 
of level going alont? the track to town, it was 
a good day's work for the tcnderfoof even on 
the down grarlc. ;ind all he v.-antcd on the up 
journey, even though he coiiid lake the morn- 
ing train to ilic foot of the mountain, and then 
had oidy the si.K mile u]>liill grind lo plug 
through, it was, therefore, a matter usually of 
three days io fetch the mail, one (l;i\- t(.. gu 
down in, one to rest in town, and one for the 
return journey. 

Three flays before Christmas by our rcck- 
om'ng, behold him then, starting out with the 
first'daylight, under a bright, clear sky, follow- 



ing the almost buried blazes to keep to the 
trail, which had been filled and obliterated.} 
since the last excursion. The first three miles' 
or so were on a steep down grade, and except 
for a trip or two' over a hidden snag, 'iiad a 
plunge or two head first into the soft wet 
wdiite stuff the poets are so fond of, the going 
was comparatively easy and rapid. Here and 
there a squirrel wotdd chatter a morning salute 
as it scuttled along a little way and stopped 
to survey tlie huinin intruder on its play- 
ground, before starting in again to nibble its 
breakfast from the fir cpne lield between its 
two fore-paws, or a' bkiejay wolild scream in 
impudent derision of the awkward-looking 
monster ploughing its laborious way through 
the deep snow, while he could flit silentl}- and 
easily from linU) to limb. When the going was 
easier and he had more breath to spare, the 
tenderfoot would whistle a bit or sing a stave 
— where none could hear and criticise the vocal 
effort, to keep his spirits, up, and keep down 
the home-sick feeling which would rise as he 
th.ought of the last Christmas spent in merry 
old England, and the contrast between the fes- 
tivities then, among a crowd of life-long 
friends and the tete-a-tete Christmas dinner 
which was to l>e the lot of himself and old 
Jack- away u]) in tlic snow-bound forest of the 
niouniain tops of Kootenay. There is nolh.ing 
like the silent forest to miikv a man tliink, and 
the sad thoughts will sometimes come u]5per- 
most. 

The lights of town and the cheerful warmth 

of the big box stove in the bar room of the 
old Nelson Hotel .with the jovial :artist on 
hand to disiiense "T''>ni an.?! jeiT\'" soon helped 
to disiiel the blue feeling, ami it was impos- 
sible to be anything but cheerful with the old 
town "lillicums" shaking one's haiuls and 
shouting "Merry Christmasses" and all the 
good wishes of the season to one another. 

The next morning it was good to fest an 
hour or two longer than usual in a nice warm 
bed, and it was not until a fashionable hour that 
I met the aforesaid jovial artist at the break- 
fast table. ^ To his enquiries as to how long I 
meant io stay in town I answered that I was 
going to spend that da_\- in resting, and buying 
the necessaries for our humble little Christmas 
festivities in the cabin on the hills, and the 
next day, the day before Christmas, would l.>e 
spent in plugging up the trail with the pack, 
"The day before Christrnas," echoed the 
artist, "why that is today, you must have 
dropped a day out of your reckoning." 

.Vnd so it was, we were one day otit of our 
count, and, if I could not hit the trail that day, 
there would be no Chi'istmas dinner that year 
for Jack and littiv" \Villie. It was loo laic then 
to catch the train, and the Vi'hole thirteen mile 
lri[) on foi>t was out of the question. It was 
beyond my powers going light to get there bc- 
fbre dark, and I knew that it wottld be simple 
madness to attempt it loaded with^the pack of 
Christmas cheer, which the old man would be 
looking forward to, and the bundle of Chri.st- 
mas mail from the Old, Country for which he 
would be watching still more eagerly. Xews- 
])apers are heavy things to pack and bottles 
arc too, and there simply had to be some of 
\\\c latter, foi" what would the mince-pies lie 
willimU a little brandy, and what would a 
Christmas dinner be without something a little 
stronger than coffee? There \vas nothing for 
it, we had to lose that Christmas and celebrate 
it the day after. That night it snowed,' as of 
course it should on Christmas Eve, to satisfy 
the traditions of Christma« literature; it look- 
ed \ ery jiretty, hut my thoughts were on that 
trail, and I thought of the way the snow was 
filling it. rmd undoing the work of the down 
journey. The trees would be dropping great 
masses of it here and there, and my Christmas 
day's work beating my way back promised to 
be no pleasant little jaunt by any means. 

I think, as a matter of fact, it proved tb be 
about the hardest day's work 1 ever put in in 
my life, but I made it som.ehow, almost I was 
tempted once or twice to throw away the li- 
(|ui(l part of the Christmas cheer, the heaviest 
part a)ul most uncfunfortable topack (out.^ide). 
Imt I made it e\'eiilually just after dark, w hen 
the old man was bet^nuiing lo gc^i ;ui.Nious and 
make preparations to cnnie- and meet me with 
a laiUern. I did not greak the news to him 
that day, but in the morning, when he .started 
in the prei)arations to make th emince-pies and 
roast the sirloin in our little "tin" sto^e, arid 
had sampled the quality of the best part of the 
cheer to pack (inside) T told him that we had 
lost count of a flay, and that Christmas l)a\' 
had gone Ijchind us. 13f) you tliiid< it made 
;in_\' difference? .Vot m\icli I W e celebrated 
liiixiiig l-)ay instead, in the g;ood ejld way, ami 
the roast beef was just as good a' change fi'fim 
the ohl staufl-by beans, and the baker's bread 
from the sour-dough bannocks as if it had becti 
Christmas Day, and the substitutp for coffee — 
well, that helped a little, too, I must admit.

: ;bers of the medical profession . might be diag- 
nosed as "caput succedaneiiin/' I am cured, 
but my nerves arc a trifle shaken, as by experi- 
ence I knov/ that 'they generally are 'after an 
earthquake, which one cannot prevent from 
recurring, and cannot do much to avoid. 

In the course of my life I have killed a doz- 
en sahnoni varying between jlb. or so, and 
1 81b. 1 know men who have done as much in 
a day, and made no fuss about it. Still,, consid- 
ering my limited opportunities, the dozen fish 
were^ not to be sniffed ait— nor did I sniff. And 
I realize now that T~was pleasantly aware of 
not having lost any fish once hooked. 

The spring of this ycnv on this river has 
been notorious for lost fish. My angling ac- 
quaintances whom I nict now and then by the 
waterside said that with one voice. The}' are 
men, too, who have known the river for years, 
and fish it well and regularly. Day after day 
I heard of fish raised, hooked, and lost after 
being played for various lengths of time. Of 
coi-rse I was polite ^w] symiialhctic. i re- 
iiiinded them, from my^ store of (bookish) ex- 
perience, that these things must happen. If A. 
had lost two in a day, I was sometimes aljlc to 
assure.him that ii. had owned to four fruitless 
battles. I knew, too, that these discomfited 
men would, fishing any season through on 
equal terms with me, take three or four fish 
to my one. Still, while I listened, contlolcd, 
and philosophised. 1 believe a little devil was 
whispering, "Oncer! You never lose ihem. 
What a pity you cannot try yoin- luck at these 
short-rising tender-mouthed miracles!" Well, 
through the kindness of .someone, L did try 
my luck, for a day. Three fish came, and were 
fought under quite sufficiently exciting condi- 
tions — one I know had all the line off my reel, 
and performed gymnastics a hundretl yards 
away, 'while I, wading deep, did not know 
which was the one safe way ashore. They were 
all landed, and the little demon whispered, 
"There!" One likely spot, which I could noi 
get my fly over that day in the high Ivind, I 
asked my shivering companion to try. He 
threw a beautiful line across it, the fly dropped 
precisely where he said it should, a visibly big 
fish flashed at it, splashed and kicked' on 'the 
top of the water, floundered, and was gone — 
ami the little demon said "There!" again. I 
was out for another afternoon, aufl got two 
fish, and continued mutely to woiulcr :it other 
people's misfortuiies. It was roughly esti- 
mated that one roti, in about a fortnight's fish-, 
ing, had lost about forty fish. Then my turn 

, came. 

It began quite quietly — a mere diversion, 
an amusing episofle. I i)roposed for myself an 
hour or two of trout fishing on the loch which 
1 had to pass in my day's business. The Good 
Samaritan, to whom I have owed nuxst of my 
sport \n\he last few years, suggested a spot, 
and a 'tiiodest trout fly, which together might 
possibly result in a salmon. The salmon ac- 
tually came, found me alone with mv boat's 
anchor tlown. ;ind a good wind up. I had 
pulled against the wind, aufl then foumi that 
the only way to fish was t(j firop the little an- 
chor, cast for a few minutes, weigh anchor, 
drift, drop anchor, and cast ag;ui). WcU, I had 
several exciting minutes, and three or four 
good rushes, which made my reel scream. But 
at last the gut gave just above the hook, and I, 
not at all surprised or ashamed, was pleased to 
have had sucfi an experience. That was cpi.sodc 
number one, and I did iiot fish again for sev- 
eral days. The next reverse was not so easy 
to bear. 

A week or two l.aler I found myself at the 
Fall I'ool ill tiic late afternoon. The river 
was dead low, and I was told that since there 
was very little breeze this was almost my only 
chance of a fish. I had never fished this pool 
before, and was amused to find myself hang- 
ing over a bridge antl watching a small double- 
hookcfl Black Fairy playing immediately be- 
low me, worked altogether by the streain. It 
hardly seemed scrimis business, ami reminded 
me of far-i.iff days, when I leant over a parapet 
and watched bleak about my paste bait in the 
Lea at Tottenham IMarshcs. However, when 
a salmon came from the depths, as he did, and 
threatened the Black'-'Paiiry, though without 
louehing it, I began to take tilings seriously. 
"Try a bigger yin o 'the same," my mentor sug- 
gested, but the "bigger yin," as 1 anticipated, 
did nothing. M\- companion askeil for my 
flics, and calmly offered me a larger still, "a 
sort o' a eagle," he called it. I suggested doubt. 
It seemed more likely ^to prove a scare tha^i a 
lure, but he was unshaken, and the "sort b' a 
eagle" hatl only worke^- twice or so across the 
fall when up came the fish again in the same 
place, and took the fly under my nose. 

The next twenty minutes or so gave me 
new sensations. The fish, which wc often siiw 
clearly, and udiich my companion judged at 
about lolb., seemed bent upon going ii|) ihc 
f.ail beneath US'. Strong tlKJUgh the current 
was, he kept right in the middle of it, boring 
up, and making my grilse rod bend in alinost 
it whole length. Now;and then he rose with a 
swirl, or crosse'd from' side to side of the nar- 
row stream, but always returned to heatl up 
under oin- feet. After ten minutes or so of 
constant strain 1 suggested getting off the 
bridge and trying to tlrag him down. That, 
however, I wai told, meant a very long line 
fuit, and .almost certain loss. "He's droonin' 
himsel' fast," I was told. "He canna go on like 
that. No! Somethiiig'll give, if you pit on 
mair strain." Could not he g6 on like that? He 
did ffu- apparently another ten minutes, then 
we saw a silvery streak as he turned over. 
"We'll Iiae him soon," was the remark made. 

Incautious remark! T!ie fish at once left 
the stream for the first time, and, tearing down 
the pool lo the tunc fif a screaming reel, leapt 
twice far avv'ay. Still on! 1 was surprised. 



words were no sooner said than the fish flash- 
ed up again till riht under my feet, leapt twice 
at the fall, aiul — the "sort o' a eagle" played 
once more in the stream, alone. 

"Well !" I saifl. My friend supplied an em- 
phatic rliyme, and we leant over the bridge to- 
gether, peering into the dark pool for what wc 
were never to see again. ".'V good fighter. He 
deserved it," was all that I could say. ..To my, 
s u rprise, only, twp ■ or. .three ni,inuteSjdateri'. in 
spite'bf the racket th'at* plucky fish liad maffej 
another came at the still 'lar>~er Mar I..odgc 
which I was advised lo try. Came, and came 
well, but seemed to miss it owing to an eddy 
in the stream, and \voulfl riot come again. vSo 
ended my second reverse, but I was not suf- 
ficiently humbled. That was reserved for my 
next day out. 

That day 'I went alone. The river was -very 
low, and it seemed likely that I should not raise 
a fish at all. A gillie sccmd superfluous, and, 
besides, the lower water where I went was so 
small that it could all be fished from either 
. bank. If I s;iw the rod opi)osite, I meant to 
slij) aw.-iy ami lea\'e him in undisputed posses- 
sion. I sneaked .along, therefore, in very 
j)oacher-like fashion, spying the water now 
and again with my glasses. Fate meant me to 
have my lesson, and ,gave me a free hand. My 
possible \us-a-vis kept to the upper water, and 
actually was kind enough to leave my old bat- 
tlefield, the Fall Pool, unvisited, because lie 
thought I might go there. 

Let me tell my sorrows briefly. In the Ot- 
ter Pool, that romantic pool hidden among the 
firs and cflged with heather, where the Mcr- 
ganzer flaps away before you, and you may 
sometimes see, as I have, the red stag stand- 
ing watchful in the wood, in the Otter Pool, 
from a likely lie, which I could barely reach, 
came my first fish, and took hold. Him I played 
for some four or five minutes, and was begin- 
ning to look for a convenient place at whicli to 
use my little gaff, when the small double- 
h(3okefi Biack Doctor came away. Half an 
hour later, in the Ford Pool almost under the 
bridge, stalking along the low water, and hid- 
ing at that moment half behind a big boulder, 
I raised Another fish, had him on for a minute 
of two, and then my small Dusty Miller also 
returned to me, for no reason that I coiild 
guess. 

Then followed hours of patient tramping 
and casting and useless changes of flies, until 
late in the evening. By iliat time I had fished 
all the fishabic water twice without moving 
another fin. Then about 9 p.m., throwing a 
long line across the stream of the Rawlin 
(haunted for many of us now^ by the shade of 
the'.best and keertest of gillies) I thought I 
.saw the fly checked for a moment, where there 
should be nothing but a fish to check it. I had 
my "sort o' eagle" on for tfie dusk, and, feel- 
ing nothing, 1 let it come round, antl cast care- 
fully again. Again the check, and this time 
the lea-^t ]jo^sil)Ie pull. 1 struck firmly; mv 
third fish for the day walloped on the top of 
the wati^r; the fly came back, and my fifth 
consecutive failure was achieved. I plodded 
sadly home through the dusky summer 'night, 
fpiite sufficiently humbled. I don't know how 
to kill fish, and if anyone will kindly tell rhe 
how to hold them when I've got therii, I shall 
be obligcfl.

1 thought my jeremiad had ended, antl I 
hoped my misfortunes had ended, too. IWit 
listen ! .\Ieeling F. G. G. after I had finished 
writing this, I was invited to join him for an 
hour or two for trout on the loch. I toltl him 
that I had set dow n my talc of woe, at which 
he chuckled, ami suggested that even now I 
might possibly raise a fish ami change my 
luck.' Presently, close te> the boat, showed a 
huge fin. 1 held my breath, and my hand, till 
I fell a pnll, then struck. "That is a'big trout !'' 
quoth my host carelessly. "Trout!" j gasped. 
"A big salmon !" There was a flm-rv, the 
flourish of a mighty tail, a strain, which 'l tricti 
hopelessly to relieve by pulling line off the reel 
— then a smash. 

The big fish had rushetl under the boat, 
smashed the top joint, and carricfl off the fly. 
The rest is silence.— R. S. in The Field. 



AN ADVENTURE WITH BEARS. 

We w ere at Sprinkle's camp "when the 
events I .im about 'to relate took place. Wc 
were all three griffins — tli.at is .Anglo-Indian 
for greenhorn, new clmm. snonlcer — and 1 hope 
this expl.'iins the term clearly cnfuigh.

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Far away, jicrhaps, and yearly growing 
dimmer in our memories, but ineffaceable till 
death, are a dozen or so of childhood's mental 
pictures. We all have them, and it is in these 
sudden and rather bewildering understandings 
ot tile realities of the outer world that educa- 
tion begins. They must be due to some flash 
of imrigmatiou that came unbidden to light up 
a dreary page of dates or boundaries or staple 

..prpducts ; some thrill of -^^symfjathyi so first., 
understariding of what l:he' meariing' '6f .even, 
the cold paragrapl'.s of a school book must>be. 

'Among these outstanding catch-phrases there 
is one, the fascination of which many grown 
men feel today. There is something in the 
\-ery solemnity and slowness of the syllables 
of "The great Hunger Desert" that brings home 
even to a childish mind the horror ot a vast 
world in which no man lives, no bejist, no 
bird: wherein is no tree nor shrub, not even 
a few scanty ..bents of desert grass hiding at the 
bottom of the dry watercourse. Worse than all, 
it is a land wherein there is no respite from 
the sun, not even the shadow of a great rock. 
Over the hot, white, merciless expanse of 
broken sand, the hot, blue, merciless heaven 
fits closely; one can picture the foolhard}- ad- 
venturer creeping across the seared waste, 
thinking of, praying for, intent upon nothing 
except that four-day distant patch of stagnant 
moisture, the untimely evaporation of which 
means for him and his camels inevitable deatii. 
But behind this childish picture of the Hunger 
Desert there always lay a rich and splendid 
city stretched out at her ease among green 
gardens and gallant walks embowered in orch- 
ards and forest fringed lawns. The catastrophe 
of failure and burial in the dry, ever-creeping 

■ sands was tenfold the bitterer for the know- 
ledge that all the time beyond thie cruel hdri- 
zon that mocked the traveller's agony with 
wide stretches of lapping mirage lakes, lay 
Sarriarkand, with her blue and silver minarets, 
her luscious fruits, and, above all, her- real 
fountains and her trickling watercourses. 

Today the Hunger Desert lies out as insati- 
able as ever. There is no other road to Samar- 
kand, for behind her there lies the uptossed 
cataclysm of impassable Himalayan snowfields 
and iron peaks. Across the desert the trav- 

, eller still must go, cither through the Red 



Waste to the north, or through the Black Dcs-' 
ert to the west. But today — if you have ihe 
special permission of the Russian War Office — 
you may run through both the one and the 
other almost as comfortably as if you were 
merely travelling from Moscow to Odessa. It 
is, however, a matter of "almost," not "quite." 
The famous Orenburg-Tashkend railway was 
not built for the comfort of inquisitive tourists. 
It is a military line first, last and always. The 
^^pernjiane^t'Way'is: no'^here^me^^^ (July a 
"Xligh't^cS'tisejvay.rdf heaped up a 

fbot' above the, siirroxmding desert, and to the 
sleepers, which are placed atlnvart this crumb- 
ling way, the scanty rails arc tied by knockuig 
the heads of tenpenny nails down upon iheir 
lower flanges. The slowness of the train is ex- 
cessive, e\'en for Eastoii. Russia, and the dust 
is a never-ending plague, which at the end of 
three or four days is apt to get on the travel- 
ler's nerVes. Yet even this is a pleasanter line 
than that which runs west from Samarkand to 
the Caspian Sea.' Here there is no" rivisr "course 
to follow, and the burning waste of ochre is 
scarcely relieved here and there by a sugges- 
tion of trees and greener}'. Only to the south 
is the horizon's level edge broken by the faint 
blue outlines of the last of the ^^•estern spurs 
of the mountain ranges, whose dislant snows 
stand sentinel behind Samarkand. Today it is 
merely slight discomfort; in old days it was 
danger to life itself.. But even that must have 
been wortli facing if the goal were Samarkand. 
The Gardens of Samarkand. 
She is the green emerald in the crown of 
Asia, and the gardens of Samarkand have \sxo- 
voked more eulogies from travellers than all 
the verdure of all the other paradises of this 
world. The old proverb runs true: "A Pas- 
sage Perilus maketh a PortjPleasante." Ibn 
Haukal especially is enthusiastic about this 
oasis. For him, and'he was a mighty traveler, 
for his day, there are but three perfect pros 
pects on earth. One is Damascus, another is 
the Valley of Aileh. and the third — and the 
best of the three — is the Sogd of Samarkand. 
I le gives us a picture of eight days' travelling 
through gardens and orchards and villages, 
where both on the right hand and on the left 
there were pleasant cornfields and handsome 
villas, and, what must have been/'fai:. more 
pleasing to his parched eye, sfre^ms'and foun- 



tains and reservoirs, everywhere. In these 
early days, the peoplptVof Samarkatul would 
seem to have been;as kindly as their snrround- 
.ings. Ilni Haukal tells us that tht ougliont the 
oasis, Vvhich extends from Bokhara lo Samar- 
kand, the doors of some houses were nailed 
back against the walls, and had been so from 
time immemorial, so hospitable we're the people 
of the land. This is a pleasanter picture of the 
place, than that which'is called up by the bru- 
tal murder of two iuihappiy Englishmen in 
Bokhara SO' late as' 1842.' ■ 

There arc few more curious pictures of 
human development or the reverse than that 
which the attitude of Central Asia towards 
strangers affords us. iXariy travellers give, on' 
the whole, a similar account of the kindly re- 
ception which they met with in ibesc remote 
parts of the earth. The journeys of the i'olos 
and Ibn Batuta and. Rubruquis and thfc otlier 
great Asiatic travellers of the ill irteenth arid 
fourteenth centuries would have been an im- 
possibility two or three hundred years later, 
and there is visible; even to this (la>', the same 
slow but universal lendenc}- on lliu ])art of 
Asiatics lo sliut up hitherto accessiljle regions 
in Central Asia. It is a I'acl that Tibet, Afgaii- 
istan, and Nepal are all less penetrable now 
than. they "yvere a hundred years ago. The in- 
trusibh bf Russia into Central Asia has indeed 
broken down barriers -which ' would otherwise 
exist in Turl<esta;n, but it is only within the last 
fifteen or twenty years that it has been safe 
for Kuropeans to show themselves unattended 
in the bazaar at Bokhara. Jn old days — apart 
from the risk of spending I went}' years as a 
Paynim slave — tiavelling, though intensely 
slow, difty, and disagreeable, was rendered 
dangerous by nature rather than by man. Now 
main is taking "his part in keeping intruders out, 
anjd It/is not entirely creditable to our boasted ^ 
civjlizafidn that the mere} report of our coming 
sHouia js.p effectively dry ' up before "us the, an- 
cient -well-springs of Oriental hospitality" and 
kiriidness. 

The Tomb of Timour. 
Samarkand consists of gardens and orch- 
ards on the one haiui, and on the other of the 
ruined remains of t!ie great 'J'imour. CJne can 
well . understand; that .the thirst}' travelers of 
oJd^U^ys ,thougUtrtnprR^^ the former- than of- 
th'e'ljitter. T'odtfy/jVpSv^y^^^ thanks to the com-; 



ing of the railway, the mosques and tombs of ■ 
Samarkand are of the greater interest. Among 
Iheui one building stands out supreme. The 
tomb of Timour ranks with Fatelpur Sikri of 
Akbar, or the Ta Mahal of Shah Jehan, as one 
of the most suggestive relics of Asia. You 
may travel through and through Samarkand in 
all direclioris ; you may buy silks from the pla- 
cid and contemptuous merchants in the bazaar; 
you may steep yourself in the color and life 
tliat throbs and burns all day longfin;thie-pcyurtf 
and corridors of the Reghistah^^ yoit-ma^^ 
sketch among the trees that have grown up all 
round the mosque of the: J^ady Princess; you 
may contrast 'the east and tlie west at Chai- 
Sinda; but at the end of every day it is to the 
Fmir's tomb that you will inevitably return. 
Here, in the quiet shadow, you will recall to 
yourself the most brilliant career that any mon- 
ster of mingled cruelty and shrewdness, has 
ever lived. Richard III., crippled like Timour, 
has earned an ugly reputation for brutality, 
Init he is a mere-child in crime compared with 
the splench'd savagery of Timour the Lame. 

With what looks like an anticipation of 
Western symbolism, his plain block of marble 
stands out black under the dome among the 
surrounding white cenotaphs of his wives and 
relat.iohSo.,- The vault rises above the little 
platform-littered with plain cut stones. To the 
eye of some it'may seem but a dingy place. The 
translucent belt of 'jasper that runs round the 
walls at shoulder height, crying forth the nine 
and ninety names and the ineffable glory of 
God, is ckirkeried v.-.ith centuries old grime. 
You hardly distinguish it at. first from tiic 
time-darkened lime-stone of which the walls 
of the tomb are built. Yet there is both in the 
jasper and the limestone as beautiful a play of 
tintsra3;.eyer,was tal<;en on by, the walls of a 
biinian shrine. ' Cqiq'r t.her'^!.'* in profusibn. 
■MauVfi purples lurk' in the . rec'e'i^ses of the stal- 
actite masonry that here and fliere clings to the 
corners of the tomb hke a gigantic wasps' nest 
of amber and dull stone. Here in the light the 
belt of jasper is translucent undjcr — there in 
the shadows smalt, grey, and over the ])lain, 
undecorated surface of the walls, there are 
flashes of nameless colors, that change from 
minute to minute as the sun's mote-laden gno- 
- men - of-^'light wheels"'Slowly- over the quiet 
tombs; The windows; arte heavily traceried, 



and the sun's intrusion is but a pastime of the 
late aft:ernooii. At mid-day the light creeps in 
through the ungiazed gratings, so tempered 
by the rich verdure of t)ie forest trees outside 
that\ou may see three mysterious and chang- 
ing tints of green underflushing the sombre 
coloring of the vault overhead. Tiicre is silence 
absolute within the chamber. Silence such as 
this does but remind one the more of the 
stbrmy^'life of him who sleeps below. Timour 
/had.'.'nib, punishment for fault or shortcoming 
but deatii or mutihition, and he stretched- his 
red hand in conquest as cruelly aiul almost as 
far as Ghenghiz Khan. One could imagine that 
the very foundations of his tomb were laid up- 
on the bodies of the millions that he killed. As 
one 'sits in the twilight beside his resting-place, 
one cannot fail to recall the splendid story of 
how Tamour and the PVost Kjng met at last 
by the side^ of the frozen Oxus and bandied 
■'taunts as to which of "the two had slain more 
human beings. The Spirit of Cold, sneers , at 
his human rival: "If thou art a fiend of hell, 
why, so am I. We have both grown bid in , the 
self-same work. But thou shalt pass and I shall 
endure. Go on with thy task, sweep the un- 
happy world with fire and sword; wipe out 
mankind beneath thy feet. Yet, for all thy 
skill in slaugb.ter, my cold fingers kill more 
surely and more widely still. Set all the earth 
in a blaze about thee, and yet in the midst of 
thy fires shall my chilled right, hand' find thee 
out."

The Battle of Quibisrqn Bay 



Today is the 150th anniversary of the Bat- 
tle of Quiberon Bay, .says the London Times 
of Nov. 20. That famous action in which 
Hawke "came swooping out of the west" to 
shatter the flying fleet of Conflans and finally 
to frustrate the French projects of invasion 
which had kept this country iii a turmoil of 
anxiety all through the year^ The year 1759 
was the annus mirabilis of the Seven Years' 
War. The campaigns which marked it ex- 
tended from the banks of the St. Lawrence, 
where Wolfe fell on September 13 and Que- 
bec surrendered a few days afterw-ards, to the 
banks of the Wcser, where on August i, Fer- 
dinand of Brunswick checked the advance of 
the French into Hanover at Minden, and even 
to the banks of the Oder, where on August 12 
Frederick the Great sustained one of the most 
crushing' defeats of his life at Kunersdorf, 
from the Strafits of Gibraltar which La Clue 
passed on August 17-. intending to join Con- 
flans, pniy'to be overwhelmed a few days later 
by Boscawen at Lagos, to the North Sea, 
where Thurot, having escaped from Dunkirk 
in October and taken shelter in vScandinavian 
ports, had to be watched by a British stjuad- 
ron all through, the winter. Of this vast thea- 
tre of war the central position, the pivot of all 
the French projects of invasion, was occupied 
by the fleet of Conflans at Brest. There he 
was closely watched by Hawke thron.ghout 
the summer, and, being further hampered by 
difficulties of supply and equipment, was only 
able to get to sea on No\'enilx'r 14, when 
Hawke had been driven off by a gale. In the 
ports and estuarict- of Quiberon Bay a lar,t;e 
body of troops had been assembled under 
D'Aiguillon and transports had been collected 
for their embar.cation. These were watched 
by a small squadron under Duff, one of 
Hawke's most capable captains, and, so long 
as Conflans was sealed up in Brest, their exit 
was thus rendered impossible. Such v.-as the 
situation when Hawke at the most critical 
moment' was driven by a gale from his station 
off Brest.arid compelled to take shelter in Tor- 
bay. 

Quiberon l^ay lies on the south-eastern 
coast of the great Breton peninsula some 150 
miles southeast of Ushant. Its shores extend 
from Croistc'- iibrthwestward of the mouth of 
the Loii-e to the long peninsula of Quiberon 
which. stretches out to the southward. The 
niainland of the Quiberon peninsula is extend- 
'ed gbme fifteen miles to the southward throu.gli 
a series of detached rocks and shoals until it 
ends in the dangerous rocks known as the Car- 
dinals. .Bet ween the Cardinals and another 
series of dangerous rocks known as the Four 
.some five or six miles to the eastward lies the 
principal entrance tjo.the^.bay. The whole bay 
is also beset with many other impediments tc 
navigation, and thes.e were very imperfectly 
charted in the days of Hawke, who liad, more- 
over, no local pilots to assist him. W'e have, 
already seen that Hawke was aljsciit from his 
station when Conflans finally made his escape 
from Brest, hut the same wind which carried 
•Conflans out of Brest also enabled Hawke to 



g^t .away from Torbay. Conflans, of course, 
was making for Quiberon, intending to dr.ve 
off Duff, to pick up D'Aiguillon with his troops 
and the transports, and to rrialcc away fortii- 
with in order to carry out the concerted pro- 
ject of invasion. Both cornmanders were ham- 
pered and driven to leeward by adverse easter- 
ly .gales, and though Hawke never comi)letely 
lost touch of Conflans, it was not until the 
morning of November 20 that the two fleets 
sighted each other, when Conflans was already 
rounding the Cardinals and hastening to the 
pursuit of Duff, and Hawke Avas still hull 
down astern. Then in the twinkling of an eye 
the whole situation was chan.ged. A hard .gale 
was blowin.g from the westward, and the 
I'Vench Admiral nii.ght fairly anticipate that 
Hawke would never venture into those dan- 
.gerous aiifl unchartered waters and fi.glit ;i 
desperate action, with darkness quickly com- 
ing on and a lee shore close at hand. But 
Hawke jjever hesitated, for a moment. He 
o,rdered a general chase so that his fastest 
.ships might press on with all the sail they 
could carry, and directed his leading- ships to 
form a fortuitous line as the}- came up and to 
attack the enemy without waiting for the la,g- 
gards astern. ICvcn his sailin.g-niaster pro 
tested, and received the menu^rable reply. 
"You ha\-c done \-our dut}-, sir, in showni.g 
the danger, you have nf)\v to comply with_ my 
order and lay nie alongside the S'oleil Royal" 
— which was the flagship of Conflans, The 
I'^rench fought bravely, butv they could not 
withstand tlie furious onslaught of llieir re- 
lentless foe. Their ships were scattered in all 
directions, some on the shoals, some on the 
shore, and two of them were sunk eiliier, b}' 
tlie ragin.g of the sea or b}' the crusliiiig 
broad.sjdes of the British ships op|K)sc(l U> 
theni. Conflans himself, unable to weather 
the Four, anchored his ship off Croisic, where 
next day she was driven on shore and .burnt 
together with the Wcros, which had struck 
durin.g the action but had managed lo n-iake 
her escai^e. Seven otlicr ships fled to the 
ntjrthward and eastward .-ind auclinred off the 
Vilaitie, where, having cast their ginis over- 
board, they managed to ci-awl next day over 
the Ijar and never .got to sea a.[;ain for hard 
upon two years. The remainder succeeded in 
getting away to the southward and ultimately 
reached Rbchefort, where they were forth- 
with blockaded. Hawke lost two: ships, cast 
away on the Four. "Night was now "cbnie," 
says Hawke in telling the tale, '"and being on 
a pai-t of the coast among islands and shoals 
of which we were totally ignorant, without a 
l)ilot, as was the greatest part of the squadron, 
and blowing hard on a lee shore, I made the 
sign.'d to anchor and came to" in a position 
about midway between the Cardinals and 
Croisic. , » ? . . 

Thus ended one bf the ii'ibst dcpci*ate"ac- 
tions ever fou.giit l-y a British fleet. So in- 
tense was the anxiety felt at home for many 
weeks before Jlawke's victory relieved it, that 
on the very day that the fleet of Con.Hans was 
destroyed, Hawke was Imrned in effigy at 
home. There were some excuses, although 
no very good reasons, for this state of appre- 



hension and depression. Only a few days be- 
fore \Volfe conquered and fell on the Hei.ghts 
of Abrahani he had written home a most de- 

, spending despatch, in,, vvhich he announced to ; 
Pitt 'the breakdown.; of; 'liis health, the Vfoiliti'ev 
of his plans, and thc'feinall hope he liad oT 
eventujd. success. At the same time it became 
known-^that Hawke had loeen driven away 
from 'hi,? station off lirest, and shortly after- 
wards the news was received that the blockade 
of Dunkirk had been broken, thus allowing 
Thurot to escape. Then came a sudden but 
transient reaction, when the glorious news of 
the fall of Quebec was received and the 
v/eat her once more allowed Hawke to resume 
the blipckade. iButi.not even Hawkejj, could 
kedp the 'ships of tlipse days a^; sea in -all, the 
stress of November Weather in the 'Xtlaiitic. 
i'',ady in Nc3vend-)er he \vas again back at Tdr- 
bay, ;iid, as we have seen, Conflans got away 
in his absence. In the eyes of the .groundlings 
and alarmists, who had not even then learned 
what UKinner of nia.n they had in 1 hiwke, ail 
now seemed to be lost. Conflans was kncjwn 
to be at sea, Ilawke had 'disappeared from 
sight, and for many, days none knew what had 
becpme'.of eitheri' fTlM^,..was,h,ow 1 lawke came 
to be burned in effigy W'-the. very day that he 
wou immortal fame and saved his country by 
his own splendid persistence and the intrepid 
\-ali)r of his fleet. Never had a \'ictory l.)een 
more decisi\-e or more opportune. Never had 
British .Admiral shown a niore superb con- 
tempt for dan.u'ers which no seaman could i.t^- 
nore. Never iiad lirilish seamen more triuni- 
phtmtly ^-indicated his confidence in their 
prowess and their ^seainansh.ip to overcoine 
them. The unexampled steadfastness of 
llawkc's blockade of Brest was scarcely even 
bettered .by St. \'incent and Cornwallis in 
later <la} s. The splendid ;uidacit\' f)f Nelson's 
attack at the Nile wns Inirdl}' as brilliant a feat 
of arms as iia\vk-e's irresistible swoop u])on 
Conflans in (juibei-on Ba}'. l'"<.)r this reason 
it is worth while, after the la])se of ;i hundred 
and fifty years,- lo recall for a few moments 
the memory of one of the greatest of British 
seamen and the achievements of one of th.e 
most glorious days in the annals of the British 
Navy. It is also wbrth while to recall, if only 
to point 'a contra'st, the treatment that Hawke 
ancl his heroes, received at the hands of their 
countrymen and their rulers. Carlyle tells the 
storydn his "I'retkirick the Great." at the close 
of what is ])erhaps the most graphic and con- 
cise account ()f the battle that ever was pen- 
ned, llawlce's fleet kept the sea foi some 
time after the battle, en.gaged in watcliing- the 
fugitive ,BVencli shijis in the Vilaine and tiie 
Charente. "Supplies of fresh. provisions," says, 
Carlyle, "had come to him from v^hgland all 

sunmicr; but were stopped latt^rly-by the wild 
weather. Upon whicli in the fleet arose this 

gravely pathetic stave pf sea pbetry, with a 

wrililcle pi briiiy humor grinning in it: 

. 'Till Ha;wkie; Urd bang Monsieur Conflans 
■ You sent' its' beef and beer'^ 
Nbvv^ Monsicifr's beatj we've nought to eat,' 
Since j'bu have nought to fear.' "

those who love nature, the charm for the real 
climber has passed never to return. There re- 
mains no field for conquest in the Alps. It has 
all been done, and the best the most ambitious 
climber can hope to accomplish is to follow in 
the footprints of some pioneer. The Alps re- 
mains the scho.ol in which the cUmber be- 
comes initiated, but soon when discovery-^iihd 
conquest call to him, he will turn his back' on 
vSwilzerland. He ma}' roam in Norvvay or 
the Caucasus; he may try the Himalayan or 
the Andrean snow, wdicre, if he seeks hard- 
ship, he will be content, but the true pleasures 
of mountaineering are not, to be found :on 
these immense hei.ghts. 

1 The Undiscovered Peaks 

AVhere, then, shall the clind)or tiu-n ? There 
are only two great Alpine fields fnr him to 
ojien out. and the London Times declares tiiat 
the ,grcatcr of these is the Canadian Rockies, 
the other bein.g the New Zealand Alps. Com- 
Ijaring the Swiss mountains with those of Bri- 
tish Columbia, il^ is found that the latter arc, 
on an average, ajooo feet lower, most of the 
peaks being from 10,000 to 12,000 feet, and 
Mount Rcibson, the highest known at present, 
being just short of 14,000 feet. However, the 
actual work of the climber and the impression 
of height on the eye are much the same as in 
the .Alps, and the snow line is not so high. 
T;d<en range for range, the Times' expert holds 
that the beauty of the Alps is superioi?, but 
says that individual peaks in the. Rockies, like 
Robsbn or Assiniboine, can be cbmpared with, 
anythiiig in Switzerland. > 
Rocky Mountain Lakes 

Another advantage possessed by the Rock- 
ies is in the more direct rise from the valleys. 
Often the peaks seem to spring starkly out of 
some lonely little mountain lake, while the 
.Alpine valleys, as a rule, are narrower and 
deeper, cut away under lower slopes which 
tend to hide the summits themselves from 
view. Switzerland has nothing to equal the 
beauty of such lakes as Louise. or O'Hara, and 
though these are the best known of the Rocky ;, 
Mountain lakes, there are many like theni, of 
which the public has not yet been informed. 
In one respect, the Canadian mountain climb- 
er" has not the advantage of his Swiss col- 
league. The rocks here arc usually bad, anc' 
make clinddng more difficult and dangerous. 
Ivikc a poor track for horses, they pvd really 
brilliant record-breaking exploits out of the 
question. In the Selkirks, however, the rodks 
are better.- ! . . ' 

The Real Problems 

In the matter of' weather, the Times au- 
thority finds little difference. In the niaSn 
chain, the numl)er of fine days between the 
beginning of July and the middle of Septem- 
ber is probably somewhat greater than in the 
AIi)S. In the Selkirks the climbing season is 
rather shorter. A Rocky Mountain drawd:)ack 
that is unknown in Switzerland is the haze 



often caused by forest fires, which obscures 
the beauty of the peaks. Another disadvan- 
tage is that; the problems of accommodation, 
transport and supply are' much more serious 
in the Rockies than in Switz^rIa:nd;^V:'For ttlie 
climber who is content to folldw'^n' the- foot- 
steps of others, one who is satisfied with beau- 
ties upon which crowds of others have gazed, 
these problems are solved by the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company, which has good hotels 
and trained Swiss guides. These con\'eni- 
cnces, however, extend to only a mere handful 
of peaks, compared with those which must be 
reached by long, hard marches. .For a mas- 
tery of many of the peaks one must'travel-liun- 
dreds of miles, carryihgi with him his Supplies, 
before the real climb begins.-' ' ' ■ • 
A Spur to Endeayor 
Yet no one would say tJiat the conquest of 
Mount Robson by Rev. George Kinney last 
summer was not ample recompense for the dif- 
ficulties that this climber had to surmount be- 
fore the real ascent began. Any mountain 
clindier worthy the name would gladly have 
undergone Iar.gcr hardship.s for the honor of 
going on the rolls as the first to scale so fa- 
mous a peak. Dr. Coleman/ of Toronto, might- 
speak feelingly on this point. Tt is not, ho.w- 
ever, the .har(lship.s, but the time required, that 
tends to discoura.ge climbers in the Rockies. 
It is true that they can get from Liverpool to 
the field of action in less than a fortnight, but 
it may require a month of tramping before the 
base of the coveted mountain is reached; and 
making a small allowance for the time con- 
sumed in the actual ascent, the round trip 
might, well consumc a couple of months, time 
in ."which ajtiian might circle the globe. Bvit 
difficulties were 'made to be overcome b}'.' 
tlimbers,, and the lure of virgin peaks in the 
Canadian AVest will. exercise a fascination un- 
known in Switzerland. Moreover, the Grand 
Trunk Pacific and the Canadian Northern will 
open up new mountains, and will remove much 
of the tedious preliminary work that is now 
considered a drawback. — E.xchange. ■, ■

to pieces on the Cornish cliffs would last. I 
well recollect our captain's grim remark, "You 

boys had better say 3'Our prayers," and I 

think some of us did too. 

It ended all right of course, otherwise I 
ourselves half^:vv?ay uj>. the ,Ghannel5,again and 
our tiny crew .had'mahagecl to beri'd, after a 
very crude fashion, three spare top'sails and a 
few fore-and-afters. Off Saint Catharines 
Point, two tugs look us in hand, and- from 
their masters we learnt that six large and 
many small vessels had been lost during the 
gale. Included amongst the former was the 
"Primrose Hill," which was driven up the 
Irish Sea and dashed to atoms at Holyhead, 
ajl hands with the exception of one man be- 
ing, lost. 

On New Year's Day, the folk along the 
Thames ^^•aterfront watched a large fullrigged 
ship pass up to Gravesend, to come to an an- 
chorage there. They were more than sur- 
prised to learn that the vessel was the 
"Mount Stewart," which had passed down 
only a fortnight before looking so s])ick aiM 
span. \Ve were in a sorry condition, having 
lost every rag, furled and unfurled— the long 
canvas streamers, which waved from each of 
our spars and from our backstays and rigging, 
represented cracking testimony" to that. The 
broken fore-t'gallant-mast and sprung yards — 
the tangled maze of bare wire leeches, stays, 
etc., together with the long ends of fra\'ed' 
running gear and sea swept decks, were ample 
proof to onlookers that our Christmas 
had been a merry one.

THE BEST MULCH. 

The best all-round mulch for the amateur 
gardener to use is strawy horse manure. If 
it is not practicable to get, and lieaves can' be 
obtained, use them, for they make an excel- 
lent mulch, and the following spring they can 
be turned to leaf mold. If neither^ .pf .these 
can be used, then use salt hay, any ■lb- nglit- 
ter that can be found about, or some pine; 
needles. If these latter arc used, a two-inch 
mulch is deep enough. Do not make the mis- 
take of mulching the bulb or other beds be- 
fore the ground freezes, for it gives the 
ground mice ,an excellent chance to make a 
winter nest.

Form V. 

The mathematics of the Fifth 
were on the whole very satisfac- 
tory. One-third of the class sent 
in excellent papers, and one-third 
very poor. Thd papers of Math- 
ews. Rich and ,Suthorland arc de- 
serving of sjiocial mention. 
]\1 athews .bbtained roo per cent in 
trigonometry ; Rich 98 per cent in 
euclid. 

In French, every boy obtained 
ihe pass standard of 40 per cent, 
but Mathews and Rich were de- 
cidedly the best, the former ob- 
taining -87 per cent in French 
grammar, tl)us winning the spe- 
cial i)rizc presented by Mr. Alexis 
}*Iartin. 

In Latin, with the exception of 
I\Iathews, the papers were hardly 
satisfactory. 

In r'.nglish suljjcels, Mathews 
was easily first, with over 70 per 
cent; Ambery was a closer second, 
and of the rest, all but two were 
satisfactory. Mrs. Watt's special 
prize for an English essay on a 
Canadian topic was won by 
.Mathews, the subject being "The 
Intorn.'itional Relations of Can- 
ada." 

The paiiers in Chemistry were 
very uneven. Rich's paper was 
very good, obtaining 86 per cent, 
but with two exceptioils, the rest 
were i)oor, calculations being the 
weak point. 

All this work, it m^y be men- 
tioned, is that prcscrilied for the 
entrance examinations to McGill 
LTniversity and the Royal Mili- 
tary College, Kingston. ' " 
Form IV. 

In Mathematics, the ])apers 
wore <iuilo satisfactory, with the 
exception of euclid; it would be 
better if wo attempted less in this 
subject and did it more thorough- 
ly. The papers sent in by Tatlow 
and Emanuels in algebra were ex- 
cellent, while Woodward's paper 
In Euclid is worthy of mention. 

In Arithmetic, j\[aedonald, Tat- 
low and Potts obtained So per 
cent. 

In Latin, on the whole, the re- 
sults are hardly satisfactory; but 
six or seven boys did really excel- 
lent ]iapcrs. Otter. Crecr)', ]3ag- 
shaw ancl Gordon did well in the 
upper divisiopj'^j.while Crawford 
deserves mcniidti'^'for'dbtaining 97 
per cent in the lower division,; 
Cooper, 8g per cent, being second. 

In French, the results arc de- 
cidedly better, only five boys fail- 
ing out of 27. ptter and Mackay 
were easily best, the former se-

The standard \n Drawing 
was good, being much higher 
than that of last year. 

The Writing of the form is, on 
the whole, good, Woodward ii 
and Stanley descrying particular 
mention. 

Form' II. ' 
The Arithmetic papers of this 
form were e?*;cell.ent; 85 per cent 
of the class: 'passed, ^ ^ Bur- 
toUj.Kingiiam and Costerton all 
obtaining over 75 per cent. The 
answers were generally neat and . 
well arranged. 

The l^atin was decidedly good, 
only fi\-e hoys failing, while eight -J 
boys obtained over 70 per cent, 
Woodward . iii beingj^iirstj- iyjtKv''j;'? ^ 

In French, the results Avere not . ■• 
so satisfactory; Woodward iii, 
Shaw ii and Burton did well, but ■> 
more than half the class failed. 
The translation was good, but 
more repetition of the earlier- 
grammatical rules, is advisable. 

The papers in v History apd, 
Geography were well done, liuf 
no little attention was given to 
neatness and arrangement of the 
answers. Bell-Irving ii got 80 
per cent in History, and Shaw ii 
90 per cent in Geography. 

The Spelling of the form is e.x- 
ing 90 per cent of the marks. 
Composition generally was good, 
the prize being w^on by Holms. 

The Science paper was too 
much for most of the form; Rick- 
ards was easily first with 6o.per.' 
cent, being the only one to show 
any real grasp of the subject. 

In Drawing, every one obtained 
carefully taught. Taylor ii and 
awarded lop per cent.. 
Form I. 
The Arithmetic was well done, 
the elementary work having been 
carefully taught. Tailor ii and 
Errington were best. 

In Latin the declensions have 
been well learnt.. Williams i '■■ , 
and }iIatson i deserve special 
mention. 

The French work shows a good 
grasp of fundamentals. Williams

Crane, "I burst into tears, and 
took on so terribly about it thaf 
my modier, who was ' secretly 
flattered by the offer, even 
though she didn't entirely ap- 
prove of T.he stage, interceded in 
my behalf, and I was apprenticed 
to the liolmans.

" 'I can play the part,' said I,, 
with great assurance. There was 
nothing of the trembling young 
apprentice about me. 1 was as 
full of gall as a wet sponge is 6f 
water. 

"Mr. Holman looked at me 
with unspeakable disdain , and 
didn't condescend to answer. His 
wife seemed to have confidence 
in me, and she was not anxious to 
lose all the money in the house, 
so she said to her husband : .

wdiose memory a monument has 
just been unveiled at Dijon. He 
is chiefly famous for the epitaph 
which he composed for his .own 
tombstone: ■ .- ' '" 

"Ci-git Piron, qui. ne fut rieh, ' 
Pas meme Academicien." 

He also said of the Academi- 
cians that there were forty of 
them, and that they had about 
enough intelfigence for four ; but 
it was not on account of his gibes 
that he failed to be elected. The 
forty fully meant to invite him to 
join them; but Montesquieu had 
the unpleasant task of. telling 
Eiron, that the'^King had inter*- 
fered, and, having heard that he 
was the author of certain indecor- 
bus verses, would not hear of his 
being admitted to so select a com- 
pany. Piron and V oltaire were 
great rivals, and one may even 
say great enemies. They assailed 
each other with jests, and epi- 
grams during their lives, and Pit 
ron was afraid that Voltaire 
w-ould attack his memory after 
his death." He, therefore, took his 
precautions, and wrote' 150 epi- 
grams against the Sage of Fer- 
ncy, instructing his literary exec- 
utors that, if Voltaire breathed a 
Avord to his discredit, they were 
t4 be posted to him, at the rate of
